WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama, which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in 
extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Jim Folsom, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, 
Alabama State House, in Montgomery, Alabama at 5:30 p.m. on April 26, 
1994, and do hereby designate the following subjects and matters, which I, 
as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted upon by said Leg- 
islature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to the reform of 
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Alabama’s primary and secondary public school system including, but not 
limited to, a school reform plan to remedy the deficiencies in the Alabama 
public school system, equitable funding for all schools in the Alabama pub- 
lic school system, and revenue measures passed exclusively to provide the 
funding for such reform. 


2. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to school violence 
and school crime as encompassed in certain bills proposed by the Governor’s 
Commission on School Violence. 


3. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to crime as encom- 
passed in a package prepared and proposed by the Attorney General of the 
State of Alabama, including, but not limited to, the following: (a) legisla- 
tion to amend the youthful offender statute; (b) legislation relating to open- 
ing juvenile records under certain specific circumstances; (c) legislation 
relating to sexual predator laws; and (d) legislation relating toa DNA data 
bank. 


BE IT FURTHER PROCLAIMED, that this proclamation shall 
supersede that certain proclamation issued on the 16th day of February, 1994. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOE, I have hereunto set my hand as Gover- 
nor of the State of Alabama and caused this Proclamation to be attested by 
the Secretary of State at the State Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on 
this the 25th day of April, 1994.

campaign contributions are accepted for one office, the candidate must re- 
turn the contributions if the candidate seeks another office; to provide for 
further campaign disclosure and to prohibit the transfer of certain funds 
between political action committees; and to prescribe penalties for viola- 
tions.

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount, 
and continuing order of business for today, the first of which was the Bill: 


S. 43. To amend Section 4 of H. 583, 1994 Regular Session, 
as enacted, becomes, relating to the regulation of the telemarketing indus- 
try, to provide further for the exemption afforded utility companies from the 
act. 


Senator Hale offered the following substitute for the Bill, SB 43, 
to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 43 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Act 94-650, H. 583, 1994 Regular Session, relating to 
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telemarketing, to provide further for the duties and responsibilities of the 
Attorney General and for certain exemptions from the statute. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 3, 4, 17, 18, 19, 20, and 24 of Act 94-650, H. 
583, 1994 Regular Session, are amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. As used in this act, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 


“(1) COMMERCIAL TELEPHONE SOLICITATION. 


“a, An unsolicited telephone call to a person initiated by a com- 
mercial telephone seller or salesperson, or an automated dialing machine 
used in accordance with this act for the purpose of inducing the person to 
purchase or invest in consumer goods or services. 


“b. Other communication with a person where: 


“1. A gift, award, or prize is offered to a purchaser who has not 
previously purchased from the person initiating the communication. 


“2. A telephone call response is invited. 


“3. The salesperson intends to complete a sale or enter into an 
agreement to purchase during the course of the telephone call. 


“c, Other communication with a person which represents a price, 
quality, or availability of consumer goods or services and which invites a 
response by telephone or which is followed by a call to the purchaser by a 
salesperson. For purposes of this section, ‘other communication’ means a 
written or oral notification or advertisement transmitted through any means. 
Also, for purposes of this section, ‘invites a response by telephone’ does not 
mean the mere listing or including of a telephone number in a notification or 
advertisement. 


“(2) COMMERCIAL TELEPHONE SELLER. Any person who 
engages in commercial telephone solicitation on his or her own behalf or 
through salespersons, except that a commercial telephone seller does not 
include any of the persons or entities exempted from this act by Section 4. 
A commercial telephone seller does not include a salesperson as defined in 
subdivision (10). A commercial telephone seller includes, but is not limited 
to, owners, operators, officers, directors, partners, or other individuals en- 
gaged in the management activities of a business entity pursuant to this act.

“(3) CONSUMER GOODS OR SERVICES. Any real property 
or any tangible or intangible personal property which is normally used for 
personal, family, or household purposes including, without limitation, any 
property intended to be attached to or installed in any real property, without 
regard to whether it is so attached or installed, as well as timeshare estates 
and licenses, and any services related to the property. 


“(4) DIVISION. The Consumer Division of the Office of the At- 
torney General. 


“(5) ENFORCING AUTHORITY. Fhe-dtvrston-or-the-office-of 


- The At- 
torney General of the State of Alabama. 


“(6) GIFT, AWARD, OR PRIZE. A gratuity which the purchaser 
believes to be of value. 


“(7) INDIVIDUAL. A single human being but does not mean a 
firm, association of individuals, corporation, partnership, joint venture, sole 
proprietorship, or any other entity. 


“(8) PERSON. Any individual, group of individuals, firm, asso- 
ciation, corporation, partnership, joint venture, sole proprietorship, or any 
other business entity. 


“(9) PURCHASER. A person who is solicited to become or does 
become obligated to a commercial telephone seller. 


“(10) SALESPERSON. Any individual employed, appointed, or 
authorized by a commercial telephone seller, regardless of whether the com- 
mercial telephone seller refers to the individual as an agent, representative, 
or independent contractor, who attempts to solicit or solicits a sale on be- 
half of the commercial telephone seller. A salesperson, however, does not 
include individuals exempted from this act by Section 4 or employees or 
agents of persons exempted from this act by Section 4, or companies and 
individuals under contract with persons exempted from this act by Section 
4 when liability is assumed by the exempt entity. 


“(11) SOLICIT. To initiate contact with a purchaser for the pur- 
pose of attempting to sell consumer goods or services, where the purchaser 
has expressed no previous interest in purchasing, investing in, or obtaining 
information regarding the property, goods, or services attempted to be sold. 


“(12) TELEMARKETER. A commercial telephone seller or sales- 
person. 
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“(13) TELEMARKETING. Commercial telephone solicitation by 
a commercial telephone seller or salesperson. 


“Section 4. The provisions of this act do not apply to: 


“(1) A person engaging in commercial telephone solicitation where 
the solicitation is an isolated transaction and not done in the course of a 
pattern of repeated transactions of like nature. 


“(2) A person making calls for religious, charitable, political, edu- 
cational, or other noncommercial purposes or a person soliciting for a non- 
profit corporation if that corporation is properly registered with the Secre- 
tary of State and is included within the exemption of the Alabama Revenue 
Code or Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. 


“(3) A person soliciting: 


“a. Without the intent to complete or obtain provisional accep- 
tance of a sale during the telephone solicitation. 


“b. Who does not make the major sales presentation during the 
telephone solicitation. 


“c, Without the intent to complete, and who does not complete, the 
sales presentation during the telephone solicitation, but who completes the 
sales presentation at a later face-to-face meeting between the seller and the 
prospective purchaser. However, if a seller, directly following a telephone 
solicitation, causes an individual whose primary purpose it is to go to the 
prospective purchaser to collect the payment or deliver any item purchased, 
this exemption does not apply. 


“(4) Any licensed securities, commodities, or investment broker, 
dealer, or investment adviser, when soliciting within the scope of his or her 
license. As used in this section, ‘licensed securities, commodities, or in- 
vestment broker, dealer, or investment adviser’ means a person subject to 
license or registration by the Securities and Exchange Commission, by the 
National Association of Securities Dealers or other self-regulatory organi- 
zation as defined by the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (15 U.S.C. Sec- 
tion 781), or by an official or agency of this state or of any state, common- 
wealth or territory of the United States. 


“(5) Any licensed associated person of a securities, commodities, 
or investment broker, dealer, or investment adviser, when soliciting within 
the scope of his or her license. As used in this section, “licensed associated 
person of a securities, commodities, or investment broker, dealer, or invest- 
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ment adviser’ means any associated person registered or licensed by the 
National Association of Securities Dealers or other self-regulatory organi- 
zation as defined by the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (15 U.S.C. Sec- 
tion 781), or by an official or agency of this state or of any state, common- 
wealth or territory of the United States. 


“(6) A person primarily soliciting the sale of a newspaper, periodi- 
cal of general circulation, or magazine. 


“(7) A book, video, or record club or contractual plan or arrange- 
ment: 


“a. Under which the seller provides the consumer with a form 
which the consumer may use to instruct the seller not to ship the offered 
merchandise. 


“b. Which is regulated by the Federal Trade Commission trade 
regulation concerning ‘use of negative option plans by sellers in commerce.’ 


“c. Which provides for the sale of books, records, or videos which 
are not covered under paragraph a. or paragraph b., including continuity 
plans, subscription arrangements, standing order arrangements, supplements, 
and series arrangements under which the seller periodically ships merchan- 
dise to a consumer who has consented in advance to receive the merchan- 
dise on a periodic basis. 


“(8) Any supervised financial institution or parent, subsidiary, or 
affiliate thereof. As used in this section, ‘supervised financial institution’ 
means any commercial bank, trust company, savings and loan association, 
mutual savings bank, credit union, industrial loan company, consumer fi- 
nance lender, commercial finance lender, or insurer, provided that the insti- 
tution is subject to supervision by an official or agency of this state, of any 
state, or of the United States. 


“(9) Any licensed insurance broker, agent, or solicitor when solic- 
iting within the scope of his or her license. As used in this section, ‘licensed 
insurance broker, agent, or solicitor’ means any insurance broker, agent, or 
solicitor licensed in accordance with the Alabama Insurance Code (Title 
27, Code of Alabama 1975). 


“(10) A person soliciting the sale of services provided by a cable 
television system operating under authority of a franchise or permit. 


“(11) A business-to-business sale where: 
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“a. The commercial telephone seller has been operating continu- 
ously for at least three years under the same business name and has at least 
50 percent of its dollar volume consisting of repeat sales to existing busi- 
nesses. 


“b. The purchaser business intends to resell or offer for purposes 
of advertisement or as a promotional item the property or goods purchased. 


“c, The purchaser business intends to use the property or goods 
purchased in a recycling, reuse, remanufacturing, or manufacturing, pro- 
cess. 


“(12) A person who solicits sales or advertising by periodically 
publishing and delivering a catalog, periodical, or magazine of the seller’s 
merchandise or ad purchasers, merchandise to prospective purchasers, if 
the catalog, periodical, or magazine:

(e) That the procedures and techniques employing the underlying 
theory of DNA identification is capable of producing reliable results and 
are generally accepted in the relevant scientific community. 


(f) That genetic identification established through DNA testing and 
analysis should be admissable as a matter of evidence in all courts of this 
state and that juries, both civil and criminal, should be responsible for as- 
sessing the weight, if any, to be given to expert testimony or evidence. 


(g) That the creation and establishment of a statewide DNA data- 
base is the most reasonable and certain method or means to rapidly identify 
repeat or habitually dangerous criminals. 


(h) That the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences should be 
authorized and empowered to analyze, type and record any and all genetic 
markers contained in or derived from DNA and to create a statewide DNA 
database system for collection, storage and maintenance of genetic identifi- 
cation information as the same may pertain to the identification of criminal 
suspects. 


(i) That because of the nature of genetic identification certain occa- 
sions may arise when genetic information may serve an array of humanitar- 
ian purposes, including, but not limited to, the identification of human re- 
mains from natural or mass disasters or the identification of missing, de- 
ceased or unidentified persons. 


(j) That through the development of a population statistical data- 
base which does not include therein individual personal identification infor- 
mation an important research mechanism is obtained for the causation, de- 
tection and prevention of disease. 
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(k) That genetic identification is a rapidly expanding technology 
and the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences should 
be authorized and empowered to adopt reasonable rules and regulations to 
support identification research and the development of standard protocols 
for forensic DNA analysis or tests and DNA quality control.

A human being, and where appropriate, a public or 
private corporation, an unincorporated association, a partnership, a gov- 
ernment or a governmental instrumentality.

(d) DNA Sample. Any biological sample containing DNA. 


(e) DNA Record. An objective form of scientific analysis or tests 
which contain genetic identification characteristics of DNA samples. 


The frequency of occurrence of a 
particular DNA trait or fragment in a particular population. 


(g) DNA Database. That system established by the Director of the 
Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for the purposes of collecting, 
storing and maintaining DNA records. 


(h) DNA population statistical database: That system established 
by the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for col- 
lecting, storing, and maintaining genetic information relating to DNA popu- 
lation frequencies. 


(i) FBI. The Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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(j) CODIS. The National DNA Identification Index System estab- 
lished by the FBI. 


(k) Incarceration Facility. Any place of lawful involuntary con- 
finement, partial or total, limited or unlimited, for criminals convicted pursu- 
ant to Alabama law, including but not limited to: 

1. Prisons, jails or similar facilities. 

2. Work release centers, or similar facilities. 

3. Farms, ranches, half-way houses or similar facilities. 

4. Drug or alcohol abuse treatment facilities. 

5. Mental hospitals or other mental health facilities. 

6. Parole or probation facilities or similar facilities. 

(1) Custodian. Any person who supervises, directs, or controls, by 
duty, assignment, appointment, or election any incarceration facility, in- 
cluding but not limited to: 


1. The Commissioner of the Alabama Department of Corrections. 


2. Any warden or similar officer employed by the State of Ala- 
bama or any county or municipality thereof. 


3. Any Director, supervisor, or similar officer of any work release 
center, ranch, farm, halfway house or similar facility operated, in whole or 
in part, or funded, in whole or in part, from state, county, or municipal 
funds. 

4. Any director, supervisor, or similar officer of any drug or alco- 
hol abuse treatment center or similar facility receiving criminals convicted 
or sentenced thereto pursuant to Alabama law. 

5. Sheriffs. 

6. Chiefs of Police. 


7. Probation and parole officers. 


Section 3. The Director is hereby authorized and empowered to: 
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(1) Collect, accept, analyze, test and store DNA samples. 
(2) Create, maintain or exchange DNA records. 


(3) Analyze, type and record any and all genetic markers contained 
in or derived from DNA and to provide for the collection, storage and main- 
tenance of genetic identification information as the same may pertain to the 
identification or exclusion of criminal suspects. 


Section 4. The Director shall ensure that forensic DNA testing 
conducted pursuant to the provisions of this act shall be conducted in a 
manner that is compatible with procedures specified by the FBI. 


Section 5. The Director is hereby authorized and empowered to 
create and establish a DNA Database for the purposes of: 


(a) Assisting federal, state, county, municipal, or local criminal 
justice and law enforcement officers or agencies in the putative identifica- 
tion, detection, or exclusion of persons who are the subjects of investiga- 
tions or prosecutions of sex related crimes, other violent crimes or other 
crimes in which biological evidence is received or recovered. 


(b) Supporting identification research and protocol development of 
DNA forensic methods. 


(c) Creating and maintaining DNA quality control standards. 


(d) Assisting in the recovery or identification of human remains 
from natural or mass disasters. 


(e) Assisting in other humanitarian purposes including the identifi- 
cation of missing, deceased or unidentified persons. 


The DNA database shall contain DNA records which the Director 
shall deem necessary for the implementation of this act, and also shall con- 
tain DNA records of: 


(a) Persons convicted after the effective date of this act for a felony 
offense. 


(b) Persons confined as of the effective date of this act under a 
sentence of imprisonment or involuntary incarceration or confinement in a 
prison, jail, or other incarceration facility as a result of any felony convic- 
tion.

(d) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted for any 
offense set out in Section 5 of this act and under any sentence of confine- 
ment to any incarceration facility, shall, when requested by the Director, 
submit to the taking of a DNA sample or samples as specified by the Direc- 
tor. Upon the refusal of any such person to so submit, the custodian of the 
incarceration facility shall require such submission as a mandatory condi- 
tion of any temporary, partial or limited release, including, but not limited 
to, work release, furlough, or other incentive release. 


(e) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted of any 
of the offenses set out in Section 5 of this act, shall be ordered by the sen- 
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tencing court to submit to the taking of a DNA sample or samples as may 
be specified by the Director as part of the sentence to be imposed. 


(f) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted for any 
offense set out in Section 5 of this act who may be eligible for consideration 
by the Alabama Board of Pardons and Paroles for either a pardon or parole 
shall be ordered by the Alabama Board of Pardons and Paroles to submit to 
the taking of a DNA sample or samples as may be specified by the Director, 
as a mandatory condition of the pardon or parole. 


Section 7. Upon the reversal of conviction, the Director shall be 
authorized and empowered to expunge DNA records upon request of the 
person from whom the sample was taken. 


Section 8. DNA records collected and maintained for the purpose 
of the identification of criminal suspects or offenders shall be disclosed 
only: 


(a) To criminal justice agencies for law enforcement identification 
purposes. 


(b) In judicial proceedings, if otherwise admissible. 


(c) For criminal defense purposes, to a defendant, who shall have 
access to samples and analyses performed in connection with the case in 
which such defendant is charged. 


Section 9. (a) A person who by virtue of employment or official 
position has possession of, or access to, individually identifiable DNA in- 
formation indexed or otherwise contained in the DNA database system of 
the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences and who knowingly and will- 
fully discloses such information in any manner to any person or agency not 
entitled to receive it shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 


(b) A person who without authorization knowingly and willfully 
obtains DNA samples or any individual identifiable DNA information in- 
dexed or contained in the DNA database system of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 


(c) A person who shall conspire to commit a violation of Section 
9(a) or 9(b) of this act shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 


Section 10. A person who shall knowingly make any false entry or 
falsely alter any record of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences; 
or who shall intentionally destroy, mutilate, conceal, remove or otherwise 
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impair the verity or availability of records of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences with the knowledge of a lack of authority to do so; or 
who shall possess a record of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ences and refuse to deliver up such record upon proper request of a person 
lawfully entitled to receive the same shall be guilty of a Class B felony. 


Section 11. Expert testimony or evidence relating to the use of 
genetic markers contained in or derived from DNA for identification pur- 
poses shall be admissible and accepted as evidence in all cases arising in all 
courts of this state, provided, however, the trial court shall be satisfied that 
the expert testimony or evidence meets the criteria for admissibility as set 
forth by the United States Supreme Court in Daubert, et. ux., et. al., v. 
Merrell Dow Pharmaceuticals, Inc., decided on June 28, 1993. 


Section 12. The Director is hereby authorized and empowered to 
create and establish a DNA population statistical database which shall not 
include therein individually identifiable information. 


(b) The DNA population statistical database may be utilized for 
the following purposes: 


1. To provide data relative to the causation, detection and preven- 
tion of disease or disability. 


2. To support identification research and protocol development of 
DNA forensic methods, or to create and maintain DNA quality control stan- 
dards. 


3. To assist in other humanitarian endeavors including, but not 
limited to, educational research or medical research or development. 


Section 13. (a) There is hereby established a special fund to be 
known as the Alabama DNA database fund. 


(b) The fund shall be placed under the management or administra- 
tion of the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for 
the exclusive purposes of implementing the provisions of this act. 


(c) The fund shall consist of all moneys received by the Director 
pursuant to the provisions of this section. 


(d) The Director shall have control of those funds as shall not be 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act and with the laws of the State of 
Alabama.

(e) All moneys of the fund shall be covered into the state treasury 
or deposited in a special custodial account and may be withdrawn there- 
from by vouchers or by checks signed by the Director. All investments of 
moneys in the fund shall be either deposited with the State Treasury for 
safekeeping upon receipt of the State Treasurer therefor or deposited with a 
bank in a special custodial account. The Director shall have authority to 
expend moneys in the fund or in the account in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act and to invest, pending other needs, any moneys so received, 
in any investments which are legal investments for insurance companies 
under the laws of the state. 


(f) Neither the Director nor any member of the Director’s staff nor 
any employee of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences shall have 
any financial interest in any such investments or receive any reward, thing 
of value, or commission in respect thereto.

(h) In all municipal, district and circuit court cases, both criminal 
and civil, in bond forfeiture proceedings, upon initiation of attachment, gar- 
nishment or execution proceedings and upon the issuance of any alias or 
capias warrant of arrest, a fee in the amount of $2.00 shall be assessed and 
collected. The fee shall be collected by the court clerk and remitted to the 
Alabama DNA Database Fund. Provided, however, that there shall be no 
additional fees imposed for violations relating to parking tickets. 


The amount of the fees shall be remitted by the person or authority 
collecting the same to the Director on the 10th day of each month next 
succeeding that in which the fee is paid. It shall be the duty of the clerk or 
other authority collecting those court fees to keep accurate records of the 
amounts due the Director for the benefit of the fund established under this 
section. 


Section 14. There is hereby established and created as a separate 
fund in the State Treasury to be known as the Judicial College Trust Fund.

Monies contained in the Judicial College Trust Fund may be ex- 
pended by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and the Administrative 
Director of Courts to provide continuing training and education programs 
including, but not limited to, genetic identification evidence for court offi- 
cials and employees of the Unified Judicial System; to provide education 
material, including manuals, forms, handbooks and brochures to court offi- 
cials and employees, as well as component groups of the legal community;

At the end of each fiscal year any unexpended or unencumbered 
monies contributed to or deposited in this fund from any source except 
appropriations from other state funds shall remain in the fund and be car- 
ried forward for expenditure by the Judicial College in future years for the 
purposes herein provided and as determined by the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court and the Administrative Director of Courts. However, no 
funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as budgeted and allotted ac- 
cording to law and only in the amounts authorized in the general appropria- 
tion bill or other appropriation bills.

The 
appropriation provided herein shall be in addition to any and all other funds 
heretofore or hereafter appropriated to the Unified Judicial System. 


Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, specifically §12-19-20 
and §12-19-25 the fees assessed herein shall be supplemental and in addi- 
tion to the court costs assessed and distributed pursuant to Title 12, Chap- 
ter 19 of the Code. 


Section 15. The increase in fees provided in this act shall in no 
instance operate to increase the municipal share of the docket fees collected 
in municipal ordinance cases in the district and circuit courts or any cost

Section 16. (a) For the purposes of performing any of the func-

(e) The Director may receive, accept, utilize, expend, and adminis- 
ter any grants, gifts, donations, reimbursements, or fees from any public, 
quasi-public, or private source. 


Section 17. (a) Any person who confers, offers, or agrees to confer 
anything of value upon any Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences with the intent that such Director’s, agent’s, 
or employee’s vote, opinion, judgment, or exercise of discretion or other 
official action will thereby be influenced, shall be guilty of a Class B felony. 


(b) Any Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Sciences who shall solicit, accept, or agree to accept anything 
of value upon any agreement or understanding that such Director’s, agent’s, 
or employee’s vote, opinion, judgment, or exercise of discretion or other 
action as such Director, agent, or employee will thereby be influenced, shall 
be guilty of a Class B felony. 


(c) A Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences commits the crime of failing to disclose a conflict of 
interest if the Director, agent, or employee exercises any discretionary func- 
tion in connection with any contract, purchase, payment, or other pecuniary 
transaction pertaining to the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences 
without advance public disclosure of a known potential conflicting interest 
in the transaction. 


(1) A “potential conflicting interest” exists, but is not limited to: 


A. When a Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences is a Director, president, general manager, or 
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similar executive officer, agent or employee of any non-governmental entity 
participating in such transaction. 


B. When a Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences owns directly or indirectly a substantial portion 
of any non-governmental entity participating in that transaction. 


C. When a Director, agent or employee of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences endeavors to obtain directly or indirectly any 
pecuniary or other financial interest in, or as a result of, the pecuniary 
transaction. 


2. Public disclosure shall mean a public announcement and written 
notification to the Attorney General of the State of Alabama. 


3. Failing to disclose a conflict of interest shall be a Class C felony. 


Section 18. For the purposes of implementing the provisions of 
this act or to defray the costs thereof, the Director of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences shall have all the powers and privileges of a 
corporation and all of his or her business shall be transacted in the name of 
the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences. The Director when pro- 
mulgating any rule or regulation pursuant to the provisions of this act shall 
be exempt from Chapter 22, Title 41, Code of Alabama 1975, or as may be 
hereafter amended. In addition to any other powers and duties specified 
elsewhere in this article, the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences 
shall have power to: 


(a) Regulate its own procedures except as otherwise provided in 
this act. 


(b) Define any term not defined in this section. 
(c) Prescribe forms necessary to carry out the purposes of this act. 


(d) Take judicial notice of general, technical and scientific facts 
within the Director’s specialized knowledge. 


(e) Collect all moneys provided by this act to be collected by the 
Director. 


(f) Provide for and maintain all necessary administrative facilities, 
personnel, equipment, supplies, materials and other items which the Direc- 
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tor deems necessary for the proper dispatch of his or her duties, responsi- 
bilities, or functions pursuant to the provisions of this act. 


(g) Provide for payment of all administrative salaries, fees and ex- 
penses. 


(h) Cause moneys to be invested and investments sold or exchanged 
and the proceeds and income collected. 


(i) Adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary or desir- 
able to expedite the administration of the affairs of the Department of Fo- 
rensic Sciences not inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 


(j) Provide descriptive literature respecting the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Forensic Sciences and its duties. 


(k) Employ such specified or technical personnel as shall be neces- 
sary or desirable to enable the Director to carry on his or her functions in a 
proper and sound manner. 


(1) Receive by gift, grant, devise or bequest any moneys or proper- 
ties of any nature or description. 


(m) Accept and administer loans, grants and donations from the 
Federal government, its agencies, and all other sources, public and private. 


(n) Collect, develop and maintain statistical information, records 
and reports as the Director may determine relevant or necessary to carry 
out the powers, duties, or functions of the Director pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. All agencies and institutions of this state, the political 
subdivisions thereof as well as agencies or institutions of municipalities 
shall, upon written request by the Director furnish to the Director such 
statistical information or data as the Director shall deem necessary to fulfill 
his or her duties and responsibilities under the provisions of this act. 


(o) Carry out any powers expressly granted elsewhere in this act to 
the Director; and 


(p) All other powers necessary for the proper administration of the 
provisions of this act. 


Section 19. (a) Neither the Director of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences nor any person designated by the Director for the pur- 
poses of taking, collecting, storing, analyzing or testing DNA samples shall 
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incur any civil liability when such taking, collecting, storing, analyzing or 
testing is performed according to rules or regulations promulgated or adopted 
by the Director, and 


(b) The alleged damage or injury was not caused by willful or wan- 
ton conduct by the Director or the Director’s designated person. 


Section 20. The attorney general shall represent the Director in all 
litigation to which the Director is a party or in which the Director has an 
interest and on all legal matters necessary for the orderly and reasonable 
implementation and administration of this act. 


Section 21. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 22. This act shall be broadly construed and, if necessary, 
reconstrued to make its provisions constitutional. 


Section 23. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 24. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Senator Sanders offered the following substitute for the Bill, SB 
66, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 66 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create new circuit judgeships in certain judicial circuits and a 
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new district judgeship in Dallas County. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is created an additional judgeship for the Fourth 
Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number 3. The judge- 
ship shall be filled initially by appointment in the same manner as a judicial 
vacancy is filled in the Fourth Judicial Circuit and the judge appointed to 
fill the vacancy shall serve an initial term in the same manner as a judge 
appointed to fill a vacancy in the Fourth Judicial Circuit. The appointment 
of this judgeship shall be made within 60 days after the effective date of this 
act. Immediately thereafter, the judgeship shall be submitted for preclearance 
under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C. § 1973c. The 
judge so appointed shall assume office 30 days from the date of preclearance. 


Section 2. There is created an additional judgeship for the Eigh- 
teenth Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number 4. When 
the caseload permits and at the assignment of the presiding circuit judge of 
the judicial circuit, the judge filling the judgeship established by this act 
may be assigned to assist in handling the caseload and in the disposition of 
cases in the District Court of the Eighteenth Judicial Circuit. The judgeship 
shall be filled at the general election in 1998, and the judge elected shall 
take office on the first Monday following the second Tuesday in January 
1999. 


Section 3. Two additional circuit judgeships for the Thirteenth 
Judicial Circuit, designated judgeships numbers eleven and twelve, are cre- 
ated. If the judgeships have been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C. § 1973c, prior to October 1, 1995, the Gov- 
emnor shall make appointments to the two new positions in accordance with 
the provisions of Amendment No. 408 to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, to assume office October 1, 1995. If the judgeships are precleared 
under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C. § 1973c, ata 
later time, the judgeships shall be filled initially by appointment in accor- 
dance with the provisions of Amendment No. 408. The judges so appointed 
shall assume office 30 days from the date of the appointments. Judges 
initially appointed to these two new positions shall serve an initial term 
lasting until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January follow- 
ing the next general election held after they have completed one year in 
office. 


Section 4. (a) There is created an additional district judgeship for 
Dallas County, which shall be designated judgeship Number 2. 


(b) If the judgeship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Vot- 
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ing Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C. § 1973c, prior to October 1, 1995, the

(c) If the judgeship is precleared after the November 1996 election 
under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C. § 1973c, the 
judgeship shall be filled initially by appointment within 60 days of its 
preclearance under the aforementioned section of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965. The judge appointed shall assume office 30 days from the date of the 
appointment. If the judgeship is first filled by appointment pursuant to this 
subsection, the judge shall serve an initial term lasting until the first Mon- 
day after the second Tuesday in January following the next general election 
following at least one year in office. Thereafter, successors shall be elected 
to full terms of office as provided by law. 


Section 5. The judges appointed or elected as provided in this act 
shall have and shall exercise all the jurisdiction, power, rights, and author- 
ity; shall possess all of the qualifications; shall perform all of the duties 
required; and shall be subject to all of the responsibilities and duties of the 
office to which the other circuit or district judges are subject. 


Section 6. The compensation of the judges shall be the same as and 
paid under the same circumstances as that of the other circuit or district 
judges in the judicial circuit where elected or appointed, including the pay- 
ment of any county supplement or expense allowance.

To require that all students in Alabama’s public schools have ac- 
cess to school facilities that are safe, clean, and adequately and appropri- 
ately equipped and repaired. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. All students in the public schools, the Alabama Institute 
for the Deaf and Blind, and the Department of Youth Services shall be 
provided with school facilities that are conducive to an effective teaching 
and learning environment and meet all of the following requirements: 


(1) School buildings shall be safe and shall have adequate space, 
heating, and air conditioning. School grounds shall be safe, clean, appro- 
priate to the educational mission of the school, and shall provide for proper 
drainage. 


(2) All instruction, including instruction for special education stu- 
dents, shall occur in classrooms or other appropriate instructional spaces 
that are of suitable size and format. Schools shall have adequate science 
laboratories and facilities and equipment for computer and foreign language 
instruction; administrative offices; sick rooms or infirmaries; auditoriums; 
gymnasiums; cafeterias; athletic facilities and playgrounds, as age-appro- 
priate; music, art, and drama facilities; and vocational facilities. 


(3) Schools shall have school libraries and media spaces that are 
appropriate in size, equipment, lighting, and materials for the number and 
age range of their students. School libraries and media centers shall con- 
tain a sufficient number of books, periodicals, and other media resources to 
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serve their student bodies in an appropriate manner. Books and other media 
resources shall be catalogued and maintained by the services of a certified 
media specialist. 


(4) Schools shall have appropriate maintenance service that pro- 
vides systematic repair and care of the site, buildings, and equipment. School 
buildings and grounds shall be clean and sanitary. Sufficient maintenance 
and janitorial services shall be provided so that principals, teachers, par- 
ents, and students are not required to perform maintenance or janitorial 
tasks. Broken windows shall be fixed with reasonable speed; roofs shall be 
repaired and not permitted to continue to leak; termites and other pests in 
schools shall be exterminated as needed; schools shall not have unsafe lev- 
els of asbestos or radon as determined by any applicable federal standards; 
and school drinking water shall be drinkable and safe. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are expressly declared not to 
be severable. If any provision of this act shall be adjudged to be invalid by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, then this entire act shall be invalid and 
held to be null and void. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act shall not be implemented until 
the Legislature provides specifically for the funding of this act. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to insurance coverage for certain drugs recognized for the 
treatment of life-threatening illnesses, such as cancer, AIDS, and coronary 
heart disease. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The Legislature finds and declares the following: 


(1) The citizens of this state rely upon health insurance to cover the 
cost of obtaining health care and it is essential that the citizens’ expectation 
that their health care costs will be paid by their insurance policies is not 
disappointed and that they obtain the coverage necessary and appropriate 
for their care within the terms of their insurance policies. 


(2) Some insurers deny payment for drugs that have been approved 
by the Federal Food and Drug Administration, hereafter referred to as FDA, 
when the drugs are used for indications other than those stated in the label- 
ling approved by the FDA, off-label use, while other insurers with similar 
coverage terms do pay for off-label use. 
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(3) Denial of payment for off-label use can interrupt or effectively 
deny access to necessary and appropriate treatment for a person being treated 
for a life-threatening illness. 


(4) Equity among employers who obtain insurance coverage for 
their employees and fair competition among insurance companies require 
that insurance companies assure citizens reimbursement for drugs in the 
same way and in the way citizens expect. 


(5) Off-label use of an FDA-approved drug is legal when prescribed 
in a medically appropriate manner and is often necessary to provide needed 
care. Approximately 50% of cancer drug treatment is for off-label indica- 
tions. The FDA and the Federal Department of Health and Human Services 
recognize the wide variety of effective uses of FDA-approved drugs for off- 
label indications. Information on the appropriate off-label use of FDA-ap- 
proved drugs is obtained from compendia published by the United States 
Pharmacopoeial Convention, the American Medical Association, and the 
American Society of Hospital Pharmacists. In addition, scientific studies of 
off-label use of drugs published in recognized peer-reviewed professional 
journals provide information on appropriate use of drugs for off-label indi- 
cations. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990 recognizes these 
three compendia and peer-reviewed literature as appropriate sources for 
reimbursement and requires Medicaid agencies to pay for off-label use of 
drugs prescribed for Medicaid patients if the use is stated in any of such 
sources. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1993 applies the same 
criteria and coverage to Medicare patients. 


(6) Use of FDA-approved drugs for off-label indications provides 
efficacious drugs at a lower cost. To require that all appropriate uses of a 
drug undergo approval by the FDA would substantially increase the cost of 
drugs and delay or even deny patients’ ability to obtain medically effective 
treatment. FDA approval for each use would require substantial expendi- 
ture and time to undergo the clinical trials necessary to obtain FDA ap- 
proval. This is particularly the case when a drug is off-patent and in generic 
production, and consequently is available at a lower price. Once a drug is in 
generic production by multiple manufacturers, it is not economically fea- 
sible for a manufacturer to incur the cost of FDA approval. 


(7) Reimbursement for off-label indications of FDA-approved drugs 
is necessary to conform to the way in which appropriate medical treatment 
is provided, to make needed drugs available to patients, and to contain health 
care costs. 


Section 2. The following words and phrases used in this act shall 
have the following meanings: 
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(1) CONTRAINDICATION. The potential for, or the occurrence 
of, an undesirable alteration of the therapeutic effect of a given prescription 
because of the presence, in the patient for whom it is prescribed, of a dis- 
ease condition or the potential for, or the occurrence of, a clinically signifi- 
cant adverse effect of the drug on the patient’s disease condition. 


(2) INDICATION. Any symptom, cause, or occurrence in a disease 
which points out its cause, diagnosis, course of treatment, or prognosis. 


(3) INSURANCE POLICY. An individual, group, blanket, or fran- 
chise insurance policy, insurance agreement, or group hospital service con- 
tract providing for hospital, medical, surgical, or pharmaceutical services. 


(4) MEDICAL LITERATURE. Published scientific studies pub- 
lished in any peer-reviewed national professional journal. 


(5) STANDARD REFERENCE COMPENDIA. Any of the fol- 
lowing: 


a. The United States Pharmacopeia Drug Information. 
b. The American Medical Association Drug Evaluations. 
c. The American Hospital Formulary Service Drug Information. 


Section 3. (a) Title 27 of the Code of Alabama 1975, or any other 
provision of law, rule, or regulation to the contrary notwithstanding, it is 
specifically provided that: 


(1) No insurance policy which provides coverage for drugs shall 
exclude coverage of a dmg for a particular indication on the ground that the 
drug has not been approved by the Federal Food and Drug Administration 
for that indication, if the drug is recognized for treatment of that indication 
in one of the standard reference compendia, or in the medical literature, or 
by the Commissioner of Insurance. 


(2) Coverage of a drug required by this section shall also include 
medically necessary services associated with the administration of the drug. 


(b) This section shall not be construed to alter existing law with 
regard to provisions limiting the coverage of drugs that have not been ap- 
proved by the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 


(c) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for any 
drug when the Federal Food and Drug Administration has determined its 
use to be contraindicated. 
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(d) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for ex- 
perimental drugs not otherwise approved for any indication by the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration. 


(e) The Commissioner of Insurance may direct any person who 
issues an insurance policy to make payments required by this section. 


(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed, expressly or by impli- 
cation, to create, impair, alter, limit, modify, enlarge, abrogate, or prohibit 
reimbursement for drugs used in the treatment of any other disease or condi- 
tion. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA:

“(a) The Department of Public Safety shall deny a driver’s license 
or a learner’s license for the operation of a motor vehicle to any person 
under the age of 19 who does not, at the time of application, present a 
diploma or other certificate of graduation issued to the person from a sec- 
ondary high school of this state or any other state, or documentation that 
the person: (1) is enrolled and making satisfactory progress in a course 
leading to a general educational development certificate (GED) from a state 
approved institution or organization, or has obtained the certificate; (2) is 
enrolled in a secondary school of this state or any other state; (3) is partici- 
pating in a job training program approved by the State Superintendent of 
Education; (4) is gainfully and substantially employed; (5) is a parent with 
the care and custody of a minor or unborn child; (6) has a physician certify 
that the parents of the person depend on him or her as their sole source of 
transportation; or (7) is exempted from this requirement due to circum- 
stances beyond his or her control as provided in this chapter.

“(b) The attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, upon 
request, shall provide documentation of enrollment status on a form ap-

WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of Alabama, 
which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in extraordinary 
session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Jim Folsom, Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of Alabama shall 
convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, Alabama State 
House, in Montgomery, Alabama at 5:30 p.m. on April 26, 1994, and do hereby 
designate the following subjects and matters, which !, as Governor, deem 
necessary to be considered and acted upon by said Legislature, in extraordinary 
session assembled: 


1. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to the reform of Alabama’s 
primary and secondary public schoo} system including, but not limited to, a school 
reform plan to remedy the deficiencies in the Alabama public school system, 
equitable funding for all schools in the Alabama public school system, and reve- 
nue measures passed exclusively to provide the funding for such reform. 


2. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to school violence and school 
crime as encompassed in certain bills proposed by the Governor's Commission on 
School Violence. 
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3. Legislation to enact or revise laws relating to crime as encompassed in a 
package prepared and proposed by the Attorney General of the State of Alabama, 
including, but not limited to, the following: (a) legislation to amend the youthful 
offender statute; (b) legislation relating to opening juvenile records under certain 
specific circumstances; (c) legislation relating to sexual predator laws; and (d) 
legislation relating to a DNA data bank. 


BE IT FURTHER PROCLAIMED, that this proclamation shall supersede 
that certain proclamation issued on the 16th day of February, 1994.

JOINT SESSION 

The hour of 6:30 o’clock p.m. having arrived and pursuant to the resolution, 

H.J.R. 3, the Senate and the House of Representatives of the Legislature of 


Alabama met in Joint Session in the Hall of the House of Representatives to hear 
an address by the Honorable Jim Folsom, Governor of the State of Alabama. 
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The Joint Session was called to order by the Honorable Ryan deGraffenried, 
Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


His Excellency, Jim Folsom, Governor of the State of Alabama, appeared 
before the joint session and delivered the following message: 


Ladies and gentlemen, distinguished members of my Cabinet, members of 
the Alabama Legislature. 


Tonight we have an opportunity to change the future of our state. |! have 
asked you here to consider how each of you can impact the lives of the children of 
Alabama. | have asked you here to finish the job you started and that job is to 
pass substantial and meaningful education reform. 


Look at these pictures. These were not taken in some third world 
country...these are pictures of schools in Alabama. Pictures of temporary 
classrooms that are long past temporary, classrooms so infested with termites that 
children have to be evacuated when the termites swarm. Playgrounds that are 
unsafe and posted "No admittance.” Sets of encyclopedias dated 1948. 


This is not new to any of us. We know the horrible conditions and the 
shameful inequity that exists in our schools. The question is when are we going to 
finally do something about it? 


It was one year ago that | assumed this office of governor. | said then and 
I've said many times since that | do not intend to be a caretaker governor, making 
the easy decisions and side stepping those who have their own baggage. There 
is no honor in preserving the status quo when change is begging to take place. 
Instead, there is dishonor in allowing opportunity to slip from our grasp, squander- 
ing our dreams for Alabama’s future. 


There are forces in Alabama that want to keep the status quo, and that 
means keeping education the way it has been for the past 25 years. That means 
putting our schools under a court order in order to effect reform. Let me notify you 
right now, this governor intends to shake up the status quo. But make no mistake 
about this, when it comes to funding and distribution, the people of Alabama will 
decide with their votes how this will be determined. 


I think this state has made real and substantial progress in the past year. 
Our unemployment rate is the lowest it’s been in I5 years and our employment rate 
is the highest in this state’s history. We landed the economic prize of the century 
when no one, and | mean no one, thought we had a snowball’s chance of getting 
Mercedes to come here. We've already seen our state’s economic landscape 
change through the tax incentive legislation that you passed. Already, companies 
taking advantage of that legislation will bring in one billion dollars and 4,000 new 
jobs to the men and women of this state. Within 20 years, the Mercedes plant and 
related industries will bring in some $7.3 billion and 15,000 new jobs...jobs for the 
hard working tax payers of this state, men and women who will contribute more 
money for schools and improvements to our communities. 
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You did that, members of the Alabama Legislature, by having the vision to 
vote for this state’s future. We would not have Mercedes or the 4,000 new jobs in 
this state if you, all of you, had not worked hard on those jobs. That showed 
extreme foresight and leadership on your part. 


Now, I’m asking you to show the same kind of leadership for the sake of our 
children. I’m asking you to do the job you were sent here to do and that is to act in 
the best interest of the people who elected you. Leadership means choosing the 
hard road over the easy one if success lies at the end of the tough terrain. Author 
James Belasco said "The common thread through all success stories is the action 
of leaders...to create the RIGHT new tomorrow and then to empower the people to 
achieve that tomorrow.” 


The children of Alabama deserve that right new tomorrow and you can give 
it to them...you can give it to yourselves as witnesses and creators of new 
Alabama...an Alabama where men and women who want to work have high 
paying jobs...an Alabama where children who want to learn have safe classrooms 
conducive to creativity and expression...an Alabama where families can enjoy 
adequate health care and crime free neighborhoods...an Alabama that does not 
allow guns to get into the hands of our children. 


| am asking each of you in the Alabama Legislature to pass my Alabama 
First plan because it is the best thing you can do for our children and for our state. 


it all comes back down to education, folks. Industries look for it in a work 
force. Our children must have it to compete in this global market place. It is the 
key factor in reducing crime and the disintegration of the family network that is the 
base of so many of our societal problems. And, | hardly need remind you, it is the 
central focus of the legal mandate we are facing. 


I have called you back into Special Session for a second try at passage of 
this substantial reform plan because it is the most crucial issue we will ever face. 
It is also a tremendous opportunity for you to be part of moving this state forward. 
It is the right thing to do because reform and change in our schools is inevitable. 
You must ask yourselves tonight whether you want to be the architects of this 
state’s future or if you want to turn it over to the courts as has been done too often 
in our past. You control the design of this plan. You control the destiny of our 
children. 


We’ve talked a lot about education reform but do we realize what it means? 
For the children of Alabama, education reform means safe buses, warm school 
buildings, up to date textbooks, more and better technology, parental involvement 
and decisions made at the school level. 


Ladies and gentlemen, | ask you tonight, give the children of Alabama the 
blessing of knowledge. Let their minds learn about the speed of light instead of 
the speed of failure. Let them wonder about quarks and atoms and the structure 
of the planets but don’t let them wonder why we as adults have shortchanged 
them again. Let them marvel about the mysteries of the universe...not at the 
shortsightedness of the human mind that sees only political expediency as a 
reason for action. 
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| am not being inflexible. | am not wedded to exactly this plan. There have 
already been numerous good ideas added to my plan. 1! am always open to 
reasonable discussion and compromise. But make no mistake, whatever passes 
this legislative body this time under the mantle of education reform must move 
substantially in the direction of satisfying Judge Reese’s equity funding order. If it 
does not, ! will veto it. 


Whatever passes this legislative body must also contain strong accountabili- 
ty measures, equitable funding and distribution of that funding and high academic 
standards or | will veto that as well. And in the unfortunate event that you decide 
to take no satisfactory action for the sake of our children, | will call you back into 
special session within 90 days. We're going to stay here until we get this right 
because the best interest and the future of our children is at stake. 


i would like to talk with you about another matter that is crucial to the well 
being of our people and that is the frightening proliferation of crime and violence in 
our state. The shocking photo here shows a teenager who was shot in her own 
classroom. Children shooting children anywhere is a nightmare, children shooting 
children at school is a horror story. Teenagers who conduct mass slaughter for 
the proceeds from a fast food restaurant are obscenely immoral. Our senior men 
and women, people who should be enjoying their golden years in peace, 
terrorized by gangs and robbers, are afraid to stay in their own homes in a country 
that allegedly believes in law and order. We as responsible men and women 
should be outraged that incidents like these have happened in our communities. 
You have already shown great wisdom in passing the juvenile age bill during the 
regular session. Once again, I’m asking you to finish what you’ve started and to 
consider my package of bills that are very tough on crimes. In Alabama we intend 
to measure mercy to criminals as they have to their victims. Crime will no ionger 
be a growth industry in this state. 


We have our work cut out for us here in Alabama. We have made tremen- 
dous progress in the past year in jobs and economic development. Our success 
in education is considerably less obvious but major legislation often requires more 
than one try. It is worth it to know that we have been blessed with another oppor- 
tunity to act in the best interest of our children, our people and our state. | know 
that each of you, as leaders, as parents and as men and women of honor, wiil 
seize this opportunity. Thank you and God bless you.

Section 1. Section 16-36-40 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to read 
as follows: 


§16-36-40. Availability of textbooks and other instructional materials and 
supplies. 


(a) The Legislature finds that textbooks and other instructional materials are 
among the basic tools of learning that must exist if Alabama students are to 
succeed. 


(b) All students in the public schools shall be provided with adequate and 
current textbooks and other necessary instructional supplies for use in their 
education. Textbooks and other supporting materials shall be appropriate for their 
course work. Where textbooks are assigned in a class, every student shall have 
his or her own copy of the assigned textbook of the correct edition, which he or 
she shall be permitted to take home each day for home study for the entire school 
year or for the portion of the year when the book is assigned. Assigned books 
shall be no older than seven years, and shall be in suitable condition. 


(c) Instructional supplies, including library books and media resources, 
science equipment, classroom furniture, audiovisual equipment, maps and globes, 
blackboards, art and music supplies, and other educational materials shail be 
provided in all schools in adequate form and quantity. 


(d) It should not be necessary for teachers to make personal expenditures 
to provide the materials described in this section. 


(e) The State Department of Education shall evaluate the connection 
between all approved textbooks and the courses of study. 


(f) The State Department of Education has a continuing obligation to 
provide systems and schools with review of and information about textbooks and 
other instructional materials, including computer software and technology-related 
materials. 


Section 2. The allotment and expenditure of classroom instructional 
supplies shall be provided as follows: The adoption of a budget for the expendi- 
ture of classroom instructional supply funds shall be by secret ballot. Each local 
school superintendent shall submit a notarized affidavit to the State Department of 
Education certifying that funds appropriated for classroom instructional supplies 
have been expended only for instructional supplies or instructional equipment. On 
the affidavit, the superintendent shall state the amount of funds expended for use 
by classroom teachers and the amount of funds expended for collective purchases 
for instructional purposes. The affidavit of expenditures shall be subject to audit 
by the Examiners of Public Accounts. Any funds appropriated and not expended 
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for said purpose by any school system shail revert to the Alabama Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund. In the event proration is declared in the Alabama Specia! 
Educational Trust fund, each local school system shall expend at least 80% of its 
allocation of the above appropriation for instructional supplies notwithstanding any 
other provision of law. Each local board of education may purchase classroom 
school supplies in bulk pursuant to the competitive bid law, or upon resolution 
passed at a meeting called for the purpose and with notice, any board may 
allocate funds to individual schools or to teachers to purchase such classroom 
supplies by the voucher system and proper accounting safeguards. Such method 
shall be determined prior to the beginning of the first term of the school year, by 
each local school board with input from the local organization representing the 
majority of employees statewide. Restrictions shall not be devised or imposed to 
prohibit the ordering of Classroom Instructional Supplies beyond December 1 of 
any school year to the full extent of the appropriation. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shail not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


Regulating the sale of alcoholic beverages in areas of the City of Madison 
located within Madison County, and providing for a public hearing and advertising. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Except as provided in this act, in order to provide for additional 
local control and regulation of the sale of alcoholic beverages in areas of the City 
of Madison located within Madison County, in addition to all other power and 
authority granted by state law, the governing body of the City of Madison is hereby 
authorized to regulate the days and hours of operation of establishments selling 
and serving alcoholic beverages, specify zones in the city in which businesses 
required to have retail off-premise or on-premise Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board licenses may operate, issue and set fees for local business licenses for 
establishments selling and serving alcoholic beverages, and adopt ordinances 
regulating the establishments. Any authority granted herein shall not be construed 
to affect, modify, or amend the authority otherwise reserved to the state for the 
issuance and revocation of licenses for the sale of alcoholic beverages nor shall 
this act authorize any nightclubs, or the expansion of the days of operation of any 
nightclub, or any expanded days for the sale of alcoholic beverages for off- 
premises consumption by any licensee. 


Section 2. The days of operation currently in effect for establishments 
selling and serving alcoholic beverages in the City of Madison may only be 
changed if the establishment derives at least 50 percent of its revenue from food 
or lodging, and if the ordinance is approved by a referendum of the qualified 
electors of the areas of the City of Madison located within Madison County to 
become effective. 


Section 3. Prior to holding any referendum pursuant to Section 2, the City of 
Madison shall: (i) advertise any proposed ordinance changing the days of opera- 
tion once a week for four consecutive weeks in the same manner as a local bill is 
required to be advertised under Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, (ii) conduct a public hearing on the proposed ordinance, and (iil) formally 
adopt the proposed ordinance after a hearing is conducted. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Govermor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 16-3-14.1 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


§ 16-3-14.1. Courses of study. 


The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the State 
Superintendent of Education, shall prescribe the contents of courses of study for 
all public schools in the state. The courses of study shall be consistent with the 
achievement objectives and principles of Chapter 3A of Title 16 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. Chapter 3A of Title 16 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 
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CHAPTER 3A. 
REFORM OF ALABAMA PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
§ 16-3A-1. Legislative intent. 
The Legislature finds and determines that: 


(1) Parents or guardians shall be notified if or when sex education classes 
as defined by the State Board of Education are going to be taught and shail have 
the authority to opt their students out of such classes. Meaningful activities shall 
be provided for students who are opted out of sex education classes. Under no 
circumstances shall condoms or birth control devices be distributed nor abortion or 
birth control counseling or referrals be provided in K-12 public schools. 


(2) All levels of Alabama’s education system, including the State Board of 
Education, the State Department of Education, local school boards, schools, 
educators, the Governor, members of the Legislature, and all others responsible 
for the financing or administration of education in Alabama, consistent with the 
authority and responsibility assigned to each level, shall be directly accountable to 
the citizens of Alabama to carry out their constitutional obligations related to 
education, which include not only holding those entities responsible for administer- 
ing and operating the state’s public school system accountable for the system’s 
productivity, but also enabling the entities to achieve the results demanded of 
them by ensuring that: 


a. The above listed entities are provided with adequate means (including 
staff and resources, support for professional development, access to effective 
programs, and technical assistance) to achieve the educational objectives of this 
Act. 


b. Accountability accompanies authority. 


c. All students are afforded adequate and equitable educational 
opportunities. 


(3) The state shall organize and maintain a public educational system that 
enables students to develop the knowledge and skills that are the products of an 
adequate education. This system shall be based on academic excellence and, at 
the same time, shall promote the enabling conditions for improving day-to-day 
learning and teaching. It shall provide students with adequate and equitable 
opportunities to be successful. 


(4) The Alabama public school system must be based on the pursuit of 
academic excellence with adequate resources to support higher academic 
achievement. 


(5) The system's infrastructure must be sound. 
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(6) Technology shall be used to raise student and teacher productivity and 
expand access to learning. 


(7) Non-schoo!l barriers to learning must be addressed and minimized. 
(8) Early childhood programs should be provided for certain populations. 
(9) Special education must be a part of an inclusive system of education. 


(10) The Alabama public school system shall be reformed based on the 
following principles: 


a. All Alabama students can learn at significantly higher levels. The 
Alabama school system must be committed at all levels to the basic principle that 
all students in the state are expected to achieve at a level that prepares them for 
further education, meaningful employment and career options, and that permits 
them to participate and to make informed decisions as citizens who will preserve 
our republic. 


b. The knowledge exists to help all Alabama students learn at significantly 
higher levels. 


c. The diversity, including racial and ethnic, that parents, teachers, and 
students bring to Alabama’s education system must be respected. All education 
must be provided in an atmosphere free from prejudice. 


d. All learning environments in the state must be safe, sanitary, conducive 
to learning, and supplied with adequate resources. 


e. Teachers, provided with necessary support, are essential to school 
improvement. 


f. All special education needs, including the needs of students with 
disabilities and gifted students, must be addressed in all aspects of school reform. 
The expectation for students who need special education as a result of disabilities 
is the same as the expectation for other students, so long as the expectations are 
consistent with the students’ IEP (Individual Education Plan). Accommodations for 
special education students may be required in strategy, methodology, assessment 
instruments, facilities, technology, school-to-work transitions, and other areas. 
Gifted students shall have the opportunity to move significantly beyond their 
present level of achievement. 


g. A partnership among educators, students, families, businesses, and 
communities is necessary for students to achieve educational success. 


All agencies, councils, committees, commissions, or like bodies established 
or given authority to develop and implement this legislation shall be representative 
of the diverse nature of the population in terms of race, gender, and geography, 
and shall include members with knowledge of and sensitivity to the needs of 
students with disabilities. 
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§ 16-3A-2. Adoption of academic, vocational, health and physical 
development, and art achievement objectives. 


The State Board of Education shall adopt and order the implementation of, 
but shall not be limited to, the following achievement objectives: 


(a) Communication 


1. Read with comprehension printed material from diverse sources, such as 
academic, work-related, functional, and recreational material. 


2. Write with clarity for a variety of purposes and audiences. 
3. Speak for a variety of purposes and to diverse audiences. 
4. Listen to, comprehend, and interpret oral messages. 

5. Obtain meaning from messages. 


6. Acquire knowledge of the types, periods, and characteristics of literature 
from diverse cultures and places. 


7. Acquire competence in the use of oral and written language (for 
example, grammar, spelling, and mechanics). 


8. Use critical, creative, and logical thinking when reading, writing, 
speaking, listening, and observing. 


9. Use computers and other types of technologies to locate and organize 
information and express ideas. 


10. Acquire competence in the effective use of reference material and 
research skills. 


11. Acquire an appreciation for communication skills and the language arts. 
(b) Mathematics 


1. Apply mathematical processes in a variety of situations such as personal, 
academic, consumer, and career. 


2. Solve problems applying a variety of mathematical approaches. 


3. Apply measurement concepts and skills to describe and compare objects 
and measures. 


4. Apply data analysis techniques, statistical methods, and probability 
concepts to describe and analyze data to make decisions and predictions. 
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5. Apply geometric concepts in a variety of situations (for example, 
symmetry, similarity, and intersections of loci). 


6. Apply algebraic concepts in a variety of situations (such as inverse 
operations, factoring, and simplifying irrational expressions). 


7. Apply concepts related to patterns, relations, and functions. 


8. Translate everyday needs into mathematical models (for example, 
graphs, formulas, spreadsheets, and physical models). 


9. Use logical reasoning skills to solve problems, analyze data, make 
conjectures, test validity of arguments, prove conjectures, and establish 
relationships. 


10. Determine and apply appropriate mathematical strategies, procedures, 
and tools (for example, paper and pencil, mental arithmetic, calculator, computer, 
and manipulative devices). 


11. Express ideas, concepts, and relationships using mathematical terms 
and symbols, language, and electronic media. 


12. Make connections among the various topics of mathematics and among 
mathematics and other disciplines. 


(c) Science 


1. Acquire an understanding of the dynamic nature of the Earth and uni- 
verse. 


2. Acquire knowledge in the life sciences with emphasis on change over 
time of living things, cell theory, life systems and cycles, and the interdependence 
of populations, communities, and ecosystems. 


3. Acquire knowledge in the physical sciences with emphasis on the nature 
of matter, changes in matter and energy, the laws of motion, and the forces of 
nature. 


4. Make connections among the various scientific fields and among 
sciences and the other disciplines (for example, by using themes, such as 
systems and interactions, patterns of change, models, scale, and time). 


5. Acquire an understanding of scientific attitudes (for example, curiosity, 
skepticism, perseverance, and receptivity) and the nature of scientific knowledge. 


6. Apply knowledge of safe and proficient use of scientific equipment (such 
as thermometers, microscopes, balances, computers, and electronic probes) both 
within and outside the classroom/laboratory. 
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7. Apply and appropriately Integrate scientific knowledge and 
thinking/process skills (for example, observing, classifying, inferring, predicting, 
and formulating models). 

8. Plan, complete, and evaluate investigations and communicate results. 


9. Relate scientific concepts when designing technological solutions to 
problems. 


10. Evaluate environmental issues and decisions concerning the use and 
conservation of natural resources. 


11. Distinguish between scientific evidence and personal bias when making 
informed decisions. 


12. Analyze ways in which science, technology, and society interact with 
each other. 


(d) Social Studies 
1. Acquire an understanding of the major and diverse historical and geo- 
graphical themes in the study of Alabama, the United States of America, and the 


world. 


2. Acquire an understanding of current events in Alabama, the United 
States of America, and the world. 


3. Acquire knowledge of the economic system of the United States of 
America and the other major economic systems of the world. 


4. Acquire an understanding of (1) the role of a citizen of the United States 
of America, (2) the constitutional government of the United States of America, and 
(3) other forms of governance. 


5. Apply information from various sources (for example, literature, 
documents, maps, and globes) to enhance leaming. 


6. Apply current technology as a tool for communication and for the retrieval 
and management of information. 


7. Make informed decisions using analytical skills. 
(e) Health and Physical Education 


1. Acquire an understanding of the relationships among all aspects of 
health. 
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2. Apply knowledge of factors (such as heredity, activity, safety, nutrition, 
health care, and communication skills) that affect physical, mental, and social well- 
being. 


3. Acquire skill and knowledge necessary to design and implement a plan of 
personal fitness and wellness. 


4. Acquire knowledge of rules, regulations, and laws that have an impact on 
health and safety of individuals and communities. 


5. Analyze the effects of environmental factors on an individual and the 
effects of an individual on the environment. 


6. Develop competence in a variety of motor skills from foundational skills to 
skills needed for a lifetime of activity. 


7. Make informed decisions that promote the health, safety, and develop- 
ment of self and others. 


(f) Arts 


1. Communicate through the four arts disciplines (dance, music, theater, 
and visual arts). 


2. Use vocabularies, materials, tools, techniques, intellectual methods, and 
modern technologies when creating, performing, and responding to the arts. 


3. Acquire the basic skills necessary to participate in the creation and/or 
performance of at least one of the arts. 


4. Define and solve artistic problems with creativity, insight, reason, and 
technical competence. 


5. Acquire a knowledge of artistic processes, products, and styles 
associated with diverse cultures, past and present. 


6. Critically analyze works of art from aesthetic, structural, historical, literary, 
personal, and cultural perspectives. 


7. Make connections among the arts and among the arts and the other 
disciplines. 


8. Recognize and understand influences of the arts in everyday life (for 
example, industrial design, entertainment, and fashion). 


(g) Vocational and Career Skills 


1. Identify career options and the education and training requirements for 
each. 
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2. Explore personal aptitudes and interests and link them to career and 
employment opportunities. 


3. Plan and take appropriate actions to attain career educational goals. 


4. Acquire the technical, occupational, and academic skills necessary for 
pursuing, obtaining, and retaining a job in a chosen career field. 


5. Acquire a positive work ethic and an appreciation for the dignity of work 
and its role in society. 


6. Acquire the ability to manage and cope with change. 


7. Work independently and cooperatively in various settings to set goals, 
create solutions, manage resources, monitor progress, and complete tasks. 


8. Organize and allocate resources, access and use information, and 
identify and use technologies to produce an idea, process, or product. 


9. Use reasoning and problem-solving skills to make informed decisions. 


10. Acquire an understanding of the functions within a business or industry 
such as management, labor, and production functions. 


The above achievement objectives may be revised by the State Board of 
Education provided any such revision must be submitted to and approved by the 
State Legislature. Each achievement objective shall be a public document, avail- 
able for inspection at reasonable times by students, parents, teachers, and other 
members of the local community. 


Within six months of the promulgation of the achievement objectives, the 
principal, teachers and staff of each school, in consultation with parents, students, 
and other community members, shall develop a school-level plan for teaching their 
students what they must know and be able to do, consistent with those objectives. 
Assistance in developing these plans shall be available from the State Department 
of Education and local systems, and the plans shall be updated periodically. 


§16-3A-3. Courses of study. 


(a) The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the State 
Superintendent, shall establish courses of study, based on the academic, 
vocational, health and physical development, and art achievement objectives 
established pursuant to Section I6-3A-2, that define more specifically what 
Alabama students should know and be able to do. 


(b) The courses of study shall identify what students should know and be 
able to do, but not how the students are to be taught. Schools and school 
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systems shall have the authority to determine the way or ways in which instruction 
will occur. In implementing courses of study, schools and school systems may 
develop innovative, interdisciplinary modes of instruction adapted to local contexts 
and needs that are responsive to the variety of ways in which students learn. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall prescribe contents of courses of 
study. School systems may establish curriculum with contents more expansive 
and rigorous than the course of study prescribed by the state board. 


(d) Courses of study relating to language arts shall give special attention to 
providing phonics instruction as well as other word recognition skills and compre- 
hension skills. 


(e) The State Board of Education shall adopt necessary policies, 
procedures, rules, regulations, and/or standards to require college and university 
departments of education to review their existing educational programs for pro- 
spective English, social studies, mathematics, science, art, physical education and 
vocational/technical teachers in order to ensure that such prospective teachers 
are properly prepared to teach the courses required by this section. 


(f) The State Board of Education shall cause the courses of study to be 
reexamined as often as it deems necessary, but at least every six years, and shall 
update the courses of study as necessary to accomplish the intent expressed in 
Section 16-3A-1. 


(g) Textbooks shall be correlated with the academic, vocational, health and 
physical development and art achievement objectives through the state textbook 
selection process. Other instructional materials will be correlated with these 
objectives through local school systems’ textbook committees. 


§16-3A-4. Restructuring of secondary education. 


The system of secondary education in this state shall be restructured to 
ensure that all secondary students have access to curriculum and learning 
experiences designed to prepare them for future employment, educational and 
career opportunities, and active citizenship. The restructuring shall be based on 
exceptionally high achievement in the core curriculum by all students early in the 
secondary years. 


The State Board of Education, shall develop and implement a statewide, 
long-range plan for restructuring secondary education. This plan shall be based 
on the following principles: 


(1) Schools shall require that all students enroll in a high-level core 
academic curriculum (including academically rigorous material in science, 
mathematics, English, foreign language, the arts, social studies, health and 
physical education, and work preparation skills throughout the secondary school 
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years) and receive support to stay in school and take advantage of that curricu- 
lum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with access to the knowledge 
and skills necessary to be successful in college, in technical training institutions or 
apprenticeship programs, or in a first job on a career path. 


(2) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students to a 
general track of undemanding courses, or design course work that forecloses 
educational and occupational options for students. Programs shall not result in 
tracking and shall include safeguards to ensure that factors such as socio-eco- 
nomic status, race, gender, and disability do not limit or determine students’ high 
school or post high-school pursuits. Recognizing that some students will require 
more instructional time to reach the achievement objectives, nothing herein shall 
be construed to prohibit or prevent teachers from employing a variety of instruc- 
tional strategies in the classroom for the benefit of each student in that classroom. 


(3) In addition to the common core curriculum, schools shall offer advanced 
courses in high-skill occupationally-oriented learing experiences, advanced or 
accelerated courses for gifted students in academics and the arts, including but 
not limited to, courses leading to the Advanced Diploma and Honors courses, and 
courses structured to provide meaningful career options for students whose 
immediate plans following high school are to seek employment. 


(4) Schools shall provide students with counseling and guidance to identify 
the range of educational and occupational options in Alabama and the nation, 
along with information about the educational programs necessary to pursue these 
options. 


(5) The secondary program shall be designed to ensure that students have 
the opportunity to specialize in enriched arts and sciences and high-skill 
occupationally-oriented courses. Students shall be given appropriate notice and 
allowed to change between occupationally-oriented courses and enriched arts and 
sciences courses. 


(6) Graduation and promotion criteria for students shall be examined and 
standards established by the State Board of Education. 


(7) Local school systems and schools shall not be held to any one curricular 
model, but may select or develop models that are adapted to the local 
characteristics and needs of the school and its students. 


(8) Cooperative learning among secondary schools, technical colleges, 
community colleges, junior colleges, and four-year universities should be 
established to ensure the transition of students from high school to postsecondary 
education. 


(9) The private sector shall be encouraged to provide technical assistance 
for work-site learning and, increasingly, to become part of the actual delivery 
system. 
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(10) For students with cognitive disabilities who cannot meet full exit 
criteria, schools shall provide appropriate transition services and life-skill services 
in order to ensure meaningful postsecondary educational and vocational 
opportunities. 


§ 16-3A-4.1. Restructuring of elementary education. 


The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a statewide, 
long-range plan for restructuring elementary education. This plan shall be based 
on the following principles: 


(1) Schools shall offer all students a high-level core academic curriculum of 
reading, writing, language, mathematics, science and social studies, as well as 
arts and physical education in grades K to 8, inclusive, and support to take 
advantage of that curriculum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with 
access to the knowledge and skills necessary to be successful when they reach 
high school. 


(2) In addition to the core curriculum courses of reading, writing, language, 
mathematics, science, social studies, health and physical development, and the 
arts, the local board of education or the school council where appropriate, may 
select other curriculum for that particular school. 


(3) Schools shall not be held to any one model but shall be allowed to 
select and develop course offerings and methods of course delivery that are 
adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its students. 


(4) Schools shall not track students, or design course work that forecloses 
educational options for the students. Programs shall not result in tracking and shall 
include safeguards to insure that factors such as socio-economic status, race, 
gender, and disability do not limit or determine students pursuits. Recognizing that 
some students will require more instructional time to reach the achievement 
objectives, nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit or prevent teachers from 
employing a variety of instructional strategies in the classroom for the benefit of 
each student in that classroom. 


(5) In order to overcome education deficiencies and in order to meet higher 
achievement objectives, the State Board of Education shall identify programs for 
local school systems that provide intensive instruction to students who need such 
instruction. All at-risk students in grades K to 8, inclusive, and all at-risk students 
failing to meet academic achievement objectives in grades K to 8, inclusive, shall 
be provided with effective educational programs. 


(6) Beginning in the 1994-1995 school year, no primary class in the public 
schools in grades K to 3, inclusive, in this state shall have more than 20 students. 
If a class in grades K to 3, inclusive, in an elementary school exceeds 20 students, 
then the local school board shall immediately place in that school an additional 
teacher or teachers to ensure no class size exceeds 20 students. Schools with 
Unusual circumstances may apply to the State Board of Education for an exemp- 
tion to this provision. 
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(7) The State Board of Education shall by regulation prescribe exemptions 
from the requirement of class size for classes such as band, chorus, physical 
education, innovative instructional practices, and for other exceptional 
circumstances. 


§ 16-3A-5. Development of assessment strategies. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall, within six years of the effective date 
of this act, develop and implement assessment strategies to measure whether 
students have acquired the achievement objectives established pursuant to 
Section I6-3A-2. The assessment strategies shall include: 


(1) Criterion-referenced tests based on the Alabama Courses of Study. 


(2) Norm-referenced tests designed to compare the achievement of 
students in Alabama public schools with that of students in other states. 


(3) Provisions for the accommodation of the particular needs of students 
with disabilities to allow such students to participate fully in the assessment 


program. 


(b) The State Board of Education shall monitor the assessment strategies 
developed and implemented pursuant to this section to assure validity, reliability, 
and the absence of racial, cultural, and gender bias. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall report annually the results of the 
statewide assessment program developed under this section to all local school 
boards, all schools and school systems, the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the public and the media. This 
report shall include indicators of the success of the educational program, including 
the percentage of students reaching the achievement objectives, as well as other 
indicators deemed appropriate. 


§ 16-3A-6. Accountability system. 


(a) The State Board of Education, utilizing appropriate experts, other 
representative public interests and a broadly representative group of local 
educators, shall develop a system of educator rewards, assistance, and 
consequences which shall constitute Alabama’s core accountability program for 
successful and unsuccessful schools. The accountability system shall be based on 
the following principles: 


(1) The school, or appropriate grade segments in the school, shall be the 
unit of accountability, not the individual teacher. "School" shall be defined by the 
State Board of Education at least six months prior to the assessment of schools 
for accountability purposes; and the definition shall take into account problems 
such as those presented by schools with non-traditional grade structures or 
students with special needs. 
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(2) The State Board of Education shail develop and implement a system to 
assess school performance. For the purpose of rewards, assistance, and 
consequences a school’s performance shall be compared with its own prior 
performance. The accountability system shall be fair to all schools and recognize 
that schools begin from different starting points and face different challenges in 
meeting established standards. Schools in which virtually all students are meeting 
achievement objectives shall not be penalized by the system and shall have fair 
opportunities for rewards. 


(3) For purposes of assessing school performance as required in this 
section, student success shall be defined in terms of student attainment of the 
academic achievement objectives established pursuant to Section I6-3A-2, as 
measured by assessment strategies established by the State Board of Education. 


(4) School performance shall be assessed and rewards, assistance, and 
consequences for schools determined, based upon a combined analysis of the 
following: 


a. The aggregate performance of the students within that school; taking into 
account both the proportion of students successfully acquiring academic achieve- 
ment objectives, and the improvement of student achievement relative to such 
objectives during the period preceding the assessment. 


b. The State Board of Education shall consider various other non-cognitive 
factors such as the graduation rate, the dropout rate, the attendance rate, the 
retention rate, expulsions and suspensions as measures of school success. 


(5) Assessments for the purpose of determining baseline levels of schoo! 
performance shall be administered in school year 1994-1995 using nationaily- 
normed, standardized tests. Such tests shall be administered each year as a 
method of monitoring school improvement resulting from this reform legislation. 
The rewards or consequences system, utilizing norm-referenced data and 
criterion-referenced data, shall commence no later than the school year beginning 
six years after the effective date of this Act and shall be administered every two 
years thereafter. 


(6) Each school shall be expected to improve its achievement with each 
biennial assessment, both through an increase in the proportion of satisfactorily- 
achieving and above satisfactorily-achieving students and a decrease in the 
proportion of lowest-achieving students. 


(7) Rewards for schools showing satisfactory improvement may include 
financial bonuses to schools which would be spent according to rules and 
procedures established by the State Board of Education. Rewards, however, may 
be used for purposes such as graduate work, attendance at professional 
conferences, the purchase of classroom materials and equipment, or field trips. In 
addition, local boards of education shal! be encouraged to identify non-financial 
rewards to provide recognition of successful schools, such as designation as an 
exemplary school, statewide publicity, community awards ceremonies, or school 
banquets. 
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(8) The accountability system shall be designed in such a way as to ensure 
that schools are not rewarded for achieving academic growth only among students 
with whom the school system has tended to be more successful. All students, 
including those with disabilities, shall participate fully in the assessment and 
accountability process so that schools have strong incentives to increase the 
success of students with disabilities; however, accommodations shall be made for 
students with disabilities as appropriate and necessary. Those students with 
severe cognitive disabilities may be evaluated using methods appropriate for their 
educational programs; however, such assessments shall be included as part of 
the accountability system 


(9) Local school superintendents, local school boards, school staff, and the 
community shall be provided fair notice of the rewards and consequences to 
expect if certain results are or are not achieved. This notice shall occur no later 
than one year after the initial biennial assessment, shail be posted at all schools, 
and shall be distributed to parents and teachers. 


(10) The rewards system shall be continuously monitored by the State 
Board of Education to ensure its validity in rewarding improvements in and mainte- 
nance of achievement, rather than wealth or other factors. 


(11) If the biennial assessment indicates that a school has failed to improve, 
the school shall be classified by the State Board of Education into one of three 
categories. These categories, Category |, Category Il, or Category Ill, shall reflect 
the severity of the lack of improvement. These categories shall be defined as 
follows: 


a. Category I. A school that fails to meet its achievement threshold in any 
biennial assessment but maintains at least the previous proportion of successful 
students. Such a school shall: 


1. Be designated as a Category | School in need of assistance, 

2. Be required to develop and implement a school improvement plan, 
including a comprehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the 
school’s specific weaknesses, that must be approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education, 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan, and 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education an end-of-year report on 
the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


b. Category Il. A school may be designated as a Category II school by 
either of two methods: 


1. A Category | school that fails to meet its expected achievement level at 
the next biennial assessment, or 
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2. A-school in which the proportion of successful students declines but by 
less than five percentage points. 


Category II schools shall be subject to the following consequences: 
1. Be designated as a Category Il School in need of assistance, 


2. Be required to develop and implement a school improvement plan, 
including a comprehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the 
school’s specific weaknesses, that must be approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education, 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan, and 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education a mid-year and an end-of- 
year report on the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


c. Category Ill. No school shali move directly to a Category lil designation, 
even if the proportion of successful students decreases by more than five percent- 
age points. Such a school shall first be designated a Category II school and be 
given until the next biennial assessment to improve achievement. If at the next 
biennial assessment it is determined that the school has failed to reverse the 
trend, then the school shall be designated a Category Ill school. A Category Ill 
school shall: 


1. Be designated by the State Board of Education as a Category III school 
in need of special, intense assistance. 


2. Be required to implement a school improvement plan, including a com- 
prehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the school’s specific 
weaknesses, developed by an assistance team appointed by the State 
Superintendent of Education. 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan. 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education a mid-year and an end-of- 
year report on the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


If inprovement is not shown in the school in the next biennial assessment 
after the school has been classified as a Category Ill school, the State Department 
of Education shall determine the best course of action for the students at the 
school, including, but not limited to (1) hiring of a new principal, (2) transferring 
and dismissing staff, and (3) closure of the school and reassignment of the 
students. The actions to improve these conditions shall be determined by the 
State Board of Education. 
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(12) Schools classified as either Category I, Il, or ill shall be provided 
substantial assistance to meet achievement expectations. This assistance may 
include, but not be limited to, technical support, hands-on help, extra professional 
development, and eligibility for state grants. Targeted special assistance 
provisions for Category 11 and Category lil schools shail be established and 
administered by the State Board of Education. Eligible schools shall submit 
applications for assistance through their school systems. The State Department of 
Education shall aid systems and schools in diagnosing problems and identifying 
improvement strategies and shall provide special training for those involved in 
such diagnostic activities. 


{13) A school shall be allowed to appeal a Category placement in accor- 
dance with regulations to be developed by the State Board of Education. 


(b) The State Board of Education shail develop a system of accountability, 
including rewards, assistance, and consequences, for school systems that is 
analogous to that developed for schools, except that the measures employed shall 
relate to the school systems’ overall success in improving academic achievement. 


§ 16-3A-7. Consolidation and deconsolidation. 


The State Board of Education shall develop criteria for the consolidation and 
deconsolidation of schools by local school boards consistent with the pursuit of 
academic excellence embodied in this act. 


§ 16-3A-8. Targeted compensatory assistance. 

In order to overcome education system deficiencies and in order to meet 
academic achievement standards, targeted compensatory assistance shall be 
provided to public schools to provide or expand effective instructional programs to 
improve student achievement, prevent dropouts, and prepare graduates for work 
or higher education. The State Board of Education shall administer funds 
appropriated for this purpose. This targeted assistance shall be directed to 
students at the secondary level who have previously been denied the knowledge 
or skills necessary for college, other postsecondary education, or career path 
employment. 


§ 16-3A-9. Programs for students who are low income or low performing, or 
both. 


In order to overcome education system deficiencies and in order to meet 
education achievement standards, the State Board of Education shall, within one 
year of the effective date of this act, identify programs for local school systems 
that provide sustained and intensive instruction to students who are low income or 
low performing, or both, and that have a research basis confirming their success in 
bringing such students to high levels of achievement. All at-risk students in 
grades K to three, inclusive, and all at-risk students failing to meet the student 
achievement objectives in grades four to 12, inclusive, shall be provided with 
effective educational programs as described in this section. 
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Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

ABILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To require that all students in Alabama’s public schools be provided with 
adequate textbooks and instruction, general instructional support, and adequate 
facilities; to provide guidelines for the allotment and expenditure of classroom 
instructional supplies. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 16-36-26, 16-36-27, 16-36-28 and 16-36-29 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975 are hereby repealed. 
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Section 2. The Legislature finds that textbooks and other instructional 
materials are among the basic tools of learning that must exist if Alabama students 
are to succeed. 


(a) All students in the public schools shall be provided with adequate and 
current textbooks and other necessary instructional supplies for use in their 
education. Textbooks and other supporting materials shall be appropriate for their 
course work. Where textbooks are assigned in a class, every student shall have 
his or her own copy of the assigned textbook of the correct edition, which he or 
she shall be permitted to take home each day for home study for the entire school 
year or for the portion of the year when the book is assigned. Assigned books 
shall be no older than seven years, and shall be in suitable condition. 


(b) Instructional supplies, including library books and media resources, 
science equipment, classroom furniture, audiovisual equipment, maps and globes, 
blackboards, art and music supplies, and other educational materials shall be 
provided in all schools in adequate form and quantity. Furthermore, the principal 
of any school may order textbooks directly from the supplier of such textbooks in 
the event insufficient textbooks are available on the opening day of school for all 
students in each class of such school. The principal is hereby authorized to utilize 
whatever ordering or shipping procedure available to insure adequate textbooks 
are supplied at the earliest possible time for each student to comply with the 
provisions of this section. 


(c) It should not be necessary for teachers to make personal expenditures 
to provide the materials described in this section. 


(d) The State Department of Education shall evaluate the connection 
between all approved textbooks and the courses of study and the State Board of 
Education is empowered to prescribe regulations for the proper care of and 
accounting for state-owned textbooks. The State Board of Education shall adopt a 
uniform statewide policy regarding the care, responsible use, and the condition 
upon return of the textbooks. The State Board of Education shall adopt and 
enforce sanctions for noncompliance and ensure such sanctions are enforced. 
Each local system shall adopt the statewide policy or a more stringent policy. It is 
the intent of the Legislature that it is the responsibility of the student, as well as the 
student's parent or guardian, to care for the textbooks and instructional supplies 
provided by the state in a manner so that the materials are not damaged to the 
point of being unuseable. 


(e) The State Department of Education has a continuing obligation to 
provide systems and schools with review of and information about textbooks and 
other instructional materials, including computer software and technology-related 
materials. 


(f} The allotment and expenditure of classroom instructional supplies shail 
be provided as follows: The adoption of a budget for the expenditure of classroom 
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instructional supply funds shall be by secret ballot. Each local school 
superintendent shall submit a notarized affidavit to the State Department of 
Education certifying that funds appropriated for classroom instructional supplies 
have been expended only for instructional supplies or instructional equipment. On 
the affidavit, the superintendent shall state the amount of funds expended for use 
by classroom teachers and the amount of funds expended for collective purchases 
for instructional purposes. The affidavit of expenditures shall be subject to audit 
by the Examiners of Public Accounts. Any funds appropriated and not expended 
for said purpose by any school system shall revert to the Alabama Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund. In the event proration is declared in the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust fund, each local school system shall expend at least 80% of its 
allocation of the above appropriation for instructional supplies notwithstanding any 
other provision of law. Each local board of education may purchase classroom 
school supplies in bulk pursuant to the competitive bid law, or upon resolution 
passed at a meeting called for the purpose and with notice, any board may 
allocate funds to individual schools or to teachers to purchase such classroom 
supplies by the voucher system and proper accounting safeguards. Such method 
shall be determined prior to the beginning of the first term of the school year, by 
each local school board with input from the local organization representing the 
majority of employees statewide. Restrictions shall not be devised or imposed to 
prohibit the ordering of Classroom Instructional Supplies beyond December 1 of 
any school year to the full extent of the appropriation. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Chapter 8A of Title 16 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


CHAPTER 8A. 
LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION 
ARTICLE 1 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


§ 16-8A-1. County boards of education and city boards of education 
deemed local boards of education. 
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For purposes of this title, county boards of education and city boards of 
education are deemed local boards of education. 


§ 16-8A-2. Powers of local boards of education. 
A local board of education shall have the power to: 


(1) Acquire, purchase by the institution of condemnation proceedings if 
necessary, lease, receive, hold, transmit, and convey the titie to real and personal 
property for schoo! purposes. 


(2) Sue and contract. Notwithstanding the foregoing, no contract shall be 
made until resolutions approving the execution thereof have been duly adopted by 
the loca! board of education and noted in its minutes. Process shall be executed 
by service on the local superintendent. 


(3) Establish and maintain, or aid in establishing and maintaining, special 
schools, including, without limitation, magnet schools and alternative schools. 


(4) Enter into cooperative agreements, projects, and programs with the 
governing body of any county or city. 


(5) Provide for the transportation of employees of the board to and from 
schools along with pupils on established pupil transportation route schedules 
where such transportation can be provided without extra mileage or the 
overcrowding of school buses or other vehicles. The local board of education 
shall not be liable for any damage which may occur to the employees. 


(6) Do all other things necessary and proper for the administration, control, 
and supervision of public schools within its district. 


§ 16-8A-3. Organization and meetings. 


Each local board of education shail hold an annual meeting at which the 
board shall elect one of its members to serve as president and one to serve as 
vice-president. Each local board shall hold at least five additional regular 
meetings during the school year. One of the meetings shall be for the purpose of 
giving the public an opportunity of presenting to the board any matter relating to 
the administration of the public schools of the district. Each local board of educa- 
tion may hold other meetings at such times and places as the duties and business 
of the board may require. Public notice by publication shall be given of each 
meeting. The rules generally adopted by deliberative bodies for their government 
shall be observed by the board. No motion or resolution shall be declared 
adopted without the concurrence of the majority of the whole board. 


§ 16-8A-4. Duties of local boards of education. 
Each local school board shall be responsible for the general administration, 


supervision, and control of the public schools and shall maintain a uniform and 
effective system of public schools in its district, and more specifically shall: 
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(1) Consult and advise through the superintendent with school councils, 
principals, teachers, students, and interested citizens in its district. 


(2) Upon the written recommendation of the local superintendent, determine 
and establish a written educational policy for the district and prescribe rules and 
regulations for the conduct and management of the schoois in the district. Before 
adopting any written policies, the board shall directly, or indirectly through the 
superintendent, consult with the professional organization representing the 
majority of the certificated and noncertificated empioyees and in addition shall also 
consult with school councils, professional assistants, principals, teachers, and 
interested citizens. 


(3) Upon the adoption by the local board of any written policies, rules or 
regulations pursuant to subsection (b), furnish copies of the policies, rules, or 
regulations within 20 days thereafter to all teachers or other board employees 
affected by the policy, rule, or regulation. 


(4) Upon the recommendation of the superintendent, prescribe the 
conditions upon which pupils in a school may be admitted to a school of a higher 
grade level, consistent with standards adopted by the State Board of Education. 


(5) Subject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, 
cause to be taken, under the direction of the local superintendent of education, a 
quadrennial school census of the children in the district between the ages of six to 
19, inclusive. 


(6) Upon the recommendation of the local superintendent, appoint, set the 
compensation for, and provide for the payment of a sufficient number of 
enumerators to take the census of the district during the month of July or at such 
other time as the State Superintendent of Education directs. 


(7) Upon the recommendation of the superintendent, arrange the local 
district into one or more appropriate and convenient compulsory school atten- 
dance districts, keep full and complete records of the boundaries of the districts, 
and enforce the compulsory attendance law. 


(8) Make all reports required by the State Board of Education at such time, 
upon such matters, and in such form as may be prescribed by the State Board of 
Education. 


(9) Establish and maintain within the system of public schools kindergartens 
and playgrounds. 


(10) Prescribe the forms of reports required of all employees of the local 
board. 


(11) Provide for and maintain casualty insurance for every school building 
whose title is vested in the state, county, or school district at the insurable value 
for each such building. 
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(12) Provide and maintain sanitary, hygienic, suitable and convenient rest 
rooms, adequately stocked with appropriate supplies, in each public school, with 
not less than two rest rooms for each school or building when both sexes are in 
attendance, and with separate means of access to each. 


(13) Require teachers to make parent and teacher conferences available to 
parents and guardians. It is the intent of the Legislature to increase parents’ 
involvement in their children’s education, to increase parental and community 
involvement in the public schools, and to increase local control over local public 
schools. 


§ 16-8A-5. Property. 


All property real, personal, and mixed now held or hereafter acquired for 
public school purposes in a local school district shall be held in trust by the local 
board of education for the use of the public schools of the district. 


§ 16-8A-6. Custodian of funds; Annual Audits. 


The local board of education shall appoint a qualified person to be custodian 
of the funds of the local board of education. The custodian shall give bond with a 
surety company authorized to do business in Alabama in an amount set by the 
local board of education as approved by the State Superintendent of Education. A 
certified copy of the bond shall be filed by the local board of education with the 
state superintendent. The custodian shall (1) receive and take charge of all 
moneys to which the local board of education may be entitled by law or which may 
come into its possession for public school purposes, (2) pay out the moneys, but 
only on written order of the local superintendent of education, approved by the 
chair of the local board of education, (3) keep an accurate record of all receipts 
and expenditures, and (4) make such reports as may be required by law, by the 
local board of education or by rules and regulations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. The records and accounts of the custodian shal! be audited as early as 
possible after the end of the fiscal year, and the audit report may be published. 
An annual examination and audit of a local board of education shall be performed 
by a certified public accountant (CPA) or by the State Examiners of Public 
Accounts at the discretion of the local board of education. The examination and 
audit shall be performed as soon as possible after the end of each fiscal year for 
the school system according to the procedures and guidelines developed and 
approved jointly by the State Examiners of Public Accounts and the State Board of 
Education. The local board of education shall decide one year in advance of the 
time for the examination and audit whether it will be performed by a certified public 
accountant (CPA) or by the State Examiners of Public Accounts and shall notify 
the State Superintendent of Education of its decision. If the decision of the county 
board of education is to request an examination and audit by the State Examiners 
of Public Accounts, the local board of education shall direct that the local 
superintendent of education notify the Chief Examiner of the State Examiners of 
Public Accounts of the decision. This one year advance notice will afford the Chief 
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Examiner an opportunity to plan the allocation of personnel and resources within 
his or her department to perform all examinations and audits requested for the 
next year. If the examination and audit is performed by the State Examiners of 
Public Accounts, the local board of education will be billed for its share of the cost 
of the examination and audit according to procedures established for that purpose. 
If the examination and audit is performed by a certified public accountant (CPA), 
the cost of the examination and audit will be paid by the local board of education. 
The auditor or examiner shall make a sworn report of their findings within a 
reasonable time after the examination and audit is completed and forward a 
certified copy of the report to each member of the local board of education, the 
local superintendent of education and the State Superintendent of Education. The 
State Superintendent of Education, through the financial and legal department 
staff of the State Department of Education, shall review the report of the examina- 
tion and audit of the local boards of education. This review is for the purpose of 
ascertaining compliance with all pertinent laws; regulations, and policies 
incumbent upon the local board of education and its officers and employees and 
whether the business and financial transactions of the local board of education 
have been conducted properly and if the records and accounts of the custodian of 
funds of the local board of education have been kept in the manner approved by 
the State Superintendent of Education. If, in his or her review of the report of the 
examination and audit of a local board of education, the State Superintendent of 
Education finds that members, officers, employees, or agents of the local board of 
education have not properly and lawfully accounted for all sums of money over 
which they had responsibility, the State Superintendent of Education will initiate 
action against these persons for recovery of the funds and may, if he or she thinks 
it is warranted, request an examination and audit by the State Examiners of Public 
Accounts. If an amount found to be due the state, county, city, or other 
governmental unit or agency as a result of an examination or audit is not settled 
upon demand by the State Superintendent of Education, the State Superintendent 
of Education shall immediately thereafter issue notice to the person in default and 
require him or her to appear on a day certain and show cause why the amount 
due should not be paid. If the defaulting member, officer, or employee fails to 
settle or show just cause why the amount due shouid not be collected, the State 
Superintendent shall certify such facts and the amount due the state to the 
Attorney General, and the Attorney General shall bring a civil action in the name of 
the State of Alabama against member, officer, and employee or his or her 
bondsman. If the amount due by the member, officer, or employee is in favor of a 
county or municipality, then the State Superintendent of Education shall certify to 
the district attorney of the circuit the amount or amounts due, and the district 
attorney shall proceed to collect the amount due by a civil action against the 
member, officer, or employee and his or her bondsman. The portions of the 
following sections of the Code of Alabama 1975 that are in conflict with this 
section of the act are repealed: Sections 41-5-6 (9), 41-5-6 (12), and 41-5-14. 


§ 16-8A-7. Annual report published. 
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The local board of education shall publish annually in the month of July in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the local board’s jurisdiction (1) a full and 
complete statement of its receipts by source and disbursements by function for the 
12 months’ period ending June 30 in such form as is required by the State 
Superintendent of Education at the same time it forwards the statement to the 
State Superintendent of Education and (2) a statement of the outstanding indebt- 
edness of the board of education as of June 30, which statement must show a. 
the schedule by years for retiring said indebtedness, b. separate figures for 
funded indebtedness and unfunded indebtedness, and c. the resources available 
to pay any unfunded indebtedness. The local board of education may also 
prepare and publish annually in sufficient quantities for distribution in its jurisdic- 
tion a report covering the condition, current accomplishments, and needs for the 
improvement of the schools. The refusal or negligent failure of any member of the 
local board of education to comply with this section shall constitute a 
misdemeanor, and the State Superintendent of Education shall withhold the 
payment of public school funds until the local board complies with this section. 


§ 16-8A-8. Authority for risk management cooperative. 


(a) DEFINITIONS. For the purpose of this section, the following terms shal! 
have the meanings subscribed to them by this section: 


(1) MEMBER BOARDS OF EDUCATION. A city board of education, county 
board of education, Department of Youth Services Schoo! District, Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind, State Board of Education, or other public education 
governing board which elects to pool its resources and funds with one or more 
other boards of education for the purpose of forming a risk management 
cooperative. 


(2) RISK MANAGEMENT COOPERATIVE. An entity or entities, to be 
formed by local boards of education in any combination of 25 or more for the 
purpose of pooling resources and funds to jointly purchase insurance or to self- 
insure boards of education and their members and employees against risks. 


(b) Boards of education in any combination of 25 or more may establish a 
risk management cooperative for the purpose of pooling resources and funds to 
provide risk management alternatives for each member board of education and 
other named insureds. Member boards of education may appropriate necessary 
funds to the risk management cooperative created hereunder. 


(c) Each risk management cooperative established under this section shall 
establish a governing body of trustees; establish bylaws for the governing of the 
group; enter into contracts with member boards of education; establish a schedule 
of benefits payable; establish a schedule of charges to be collected from member 
boards of education for benefits provided; enter into contracts with solvent insurers 
to provide excess coverage; enter into management and consultant contracts as it 
deems appropriate; hire attorneys and employees; and, exercise powers and 
authority incident to the purposes of this section. 
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(d) Each risk management cooperative established under this section shall 
file with the Commissioner of Insurance a copy of its bylaws and schedule of 
benefits and charges. Each risk management cooperative shall also annually file 
with the Commissioner of Insurance a certified financial audit. 


(e) Any insurance, excess insurance, or both purchased by each risk 
management cooperative established under this section shall only be procured 
from sources meeting the requirements of the Department of Insurance of the 
State of Alabama or federal Risk Retention Amendments of 1986, or both. Copies 
of insurance contracts, if any, purchased by each risk management cooperative 
shall be filed annually with the Commissioner of Insurance. 


(f) Each risk management cooperative established under this section shall 
specifically be exempt from the payment of any insurance premium tax levied by 
the Department of Insurance on premiums or charges collected. 


(g) This section is not intended and shall not be construed to subject any 
board of education to liability for tort claims where liability therefor does not 
already exist by law. 


(h) No risk management cooperative nor the trustees, employees, or agents 
thereof, shall be subject to suit by any third party on account of a claim against a 
member of a board of education. It shall incur no liability to any party other than 
that authorized and contracted for under this section. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, this section shall not prohibit an action for fraud brought directly against 
a risk management cooperative or its agents. 


(i) No risk management cooperative established under this section shall 
provide coverage or benefits as authorized under the Public Education 
Employees’ Health Insurance Plan or the State Insurance Fund. 


§ 16-8A-9. Appointment and removal of employees. 


Each local board of education shall appoint, upon the written recommenda- 
tion of the local superintendent, all principals, teachers, clerical, and professional 
assistants authorized by the board. The local board may suspend or dismiss for 
immorality, misconduct in office, insubordination, incompetency, or willful neglect 
of duty, or whenever, in the opinion of the board, the best interests of the school 
require it, superintendents, principals, teachers, or any other employees or 
appointees of the board, subject to state tenure laws. 


Other provisions of this act notwithstanding, the superintendent shall have 
the right to suspend any employee, whether tenured or nontenured, without pay 
for a period not to exceed 10 working days per school year. To initiate such 
suspension, the superintendent must provide the employee written notice of the 
reasons for the suspension. The employee shall have three working days to notify 
the superintendent in writing why the proposed suspension should not occur and 
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shall have the right within that time period to personally appear, with or without a 
representative, before the superintendent. If the superintendent thereafter 
suspends the employee, the employee shall have the right to file a written appeal 
of the suspension to the employing board within three working days, which appeal 
shall stay the suspension pending final review and determination by the employing 
board. The board’s decision shall be final, subject to such judicial review as may 
otherwise be provided by law. Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
preventing the right to suspend pending a hearing on a proposed contract 
cancellation; provided, however, that in cases involving moral turpitude, an 
employee may be suspended without pay in accordance with due process of law. 


§ 16-8A-10. Full-time employment of teachers. 


Nothing shall be construed as preventing a local board of education from 
contracting with teachers and other employees for a longer period of time than 
that actually devoted to teaching or the conduct of the schools while actually in 
session. No teacher or employee shall be entitled to receive any payment from 
public funds unless his or her time has been employed as required by the contract 
of employment and unless all current records for which the teacher or employee 
is responsible shall have been kept with care and accuracy, and no teacher or 
employee of the board may receive any payment from public funds unless all 
records and reports required by the State Superintendent of Education or local 
board of education shall have been properly made and submitted. 


§ 16-8A-11. Vacations and leaves of absence. 


Each local board of education may, under rules and regulations as may be 
promulgated from time to time by the State Board of Education, provide for leaves 
of absence and vacations by the employees of the boards and for the payment 
from public funds to the employees of the boards for leaves of absence and 
vacations. The boards may provide leaves of absence during the times the 
schools are not in session for teachers and employees on full pay when the 
teacher or employee devotes the leave of absence to instructing in or attending 
schools for teacher training or in a manner approved by the State Board of Educa- 
tion as beneficial to the educational work of the district; and may provide for the 
payment of any full-time teachers for absences during the time schools are in 
session where the absence results from sickness or some other unavoidable 
cause which prevents the teacher from discharging his or her duties. Any teacher 
not utilizing or being paid for the sick leave accrued in any one year pursuant to 
regulations of the State Department of Education may accumulate days at the rate 
of one day per month for the months employed and carry over the unutilized days 
to the next consecutive year or years of employment for the same school system, 
or for any other school system in which the educator may later be employed, until 
he or she accumulates a maximum of 180 days. Pay for absences resulting from 
unavoidable causes other than sickness may not be allowed for a longer time than 
one week during any one year. The allowance of any such pay shall at all times 
be in the discretion of the local board of education. 
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§ 16-8A-12. Personal leave for teachers during time schools are in session; 
reimbursement for unused personal leave. 


Any local board of education may grant to any teacher within its school 
system personal leave of up to five days annually noncumulative, during the time 
schools are in session. The board shail enact policies providing for uniform 
administration of personal leave, and shall determine whether the leave is to be 
with part pay, full pay, or without pay, except that any approved leave for which 
the State Education Budget includes funding shall be with pay. It is further 
provided that personal leave shall be reimbursed to the teacher at the end of the 
school year at the same daily rate as is paid to substitute teachers for each day of 
personal leave not taken by a teacher. No teacher, as a condition to receive 
personal leave, shall be required to divulge his or her reasons for requesting such 
leave. 


§ 16-8A-13. Personal leave for support personnel. 


(a) When used in this section, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings: 


(1) LOCAL BOARD. The governing board of all public county school 
systems and all public city school systems. 


(2) SUPPORT PERSONNEL OR EMPLOYEE. Maid, custodian, adult bus 
driver, lunchroom or cafeteria worker, secretary, clerk, clerical assistant, mainte- 
nance worker, or other noncertificated employee who works an average of 20 
hours weekly and who is not otherwise covered by the State Merit System or 
Teacher Tenure Law. 


(b) Each local board shall grant two days of personal leave with pay to its 
support personnel during the time schools are in session. Additional days may be 
granted by the local board. No employee, as a condition to receive personal leave, 
shall be required to divulge his or her reasons for requesting the leave. The board 
shall enact policies providing for uniform administration of personal leave. 


§ 16-8A-14. Appointment, duties, and bond of superintendent as secretary 
of board. 


The local board of education shail designate as its executive officer the local 
superintendent of education holding the office pursuant to Chapter 9A of this title. 
The local superintendent shall also be the secretary of the local board of educa- 
tion. As secretary he or she shall conduct all correspondence of the board, keep 
and preserve all of its records, receive all reports required by the board, and see 
that the reports are in proper form, complete, and accurate. He or she shall have 
the right to advise on any question under consideration by the board, but shall 
have no vote. In case the office of the local superintendent of education is tempo- 
rarily vacant, or when the local superintendent of education is absent by reason of 
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the nature of business in hand, or otherwise, the board shall appoint one of its 
members to act as interim secretary. The bond of the local superintendent of 
education shall be responsible for the faithful performance of duties by the mem- 
ber of the local board of education appointed to act as secretary in the absence of 
the local superintendent. 


ARTICLE 2. 


ELECTION AND COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS OF COUNTY BOARDS 
OF EDUCATION. 


§ 16-8A-15. Composition; election; single member election districts; 
qualifications. 


(a) The county board of education shall be composed of five members, who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the county as further specified in 
subsection (c) below. 


(b) County boards of education, unless otherwise provided by law, may use 
the provisions of this subsection to establish single member election districts with 
one board member elected from each district. School boards exercising this 
option may establish five or seven districts. The plan shall be considered only 
after two weeks public notice has been given, outlining generally the school 
districts under consideration. Any member elected shall have been a resident of 
the district in which election is sought at least one year before the general election 
at which the candidate is elected. The boundaries of the single member districts 
shall be determined by a majority vote of the county board of education. The 
county board of education shall apportion the districts according to the last federal 
decennial census for the county utilizing the principle of equal representation. 
Thereafter, each county board of education choosing to implement single member 
election districts shall reapportion those districts within six months following the 
publication of the results of each federal decennial census. No member of the 
county board of education shall be an employee of the board. Members shall not 
be required to hold teachers’ certificates. 


(c) Notwithstanding any other provisions of Jaw to the contrary, in a county 
with a population of over 600,000 inhabitants according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census, a person may only qualify for a seat on the 
county board of education if he or she resides in the service area of the district to 
be represented. Furthermore, in the election of a county board, only those 
electors residing in the service area of the district may vote in the school board 
election to represent that district. 


§ 16-8A-16. When members elected; terms of office; oath of office. 


At the general election of state and county officers, a member or members 
shall be elected for terms of six years to succeed the member or members whose 
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term or terms of office expire at that time. The members of the county board of 
education shall hold office until their successors have been elected and qualified. 
Before exercising any authority or performing any duties as a member of the 
county board of education, each member thereof shall qualify by taking and 
subscribing to the oath of office prescribed by Article XVI of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, the certificate whereof shall be filed in the office of the judge of 
probate of the county. 


§ 16-8A-18. Vacancies. 


In the event a vacancy occurs in the office of members of the county board 
of education, the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by a majority of the 
remaining members of the county board of education, and the appointee shall hold 
office for the unexpired term. In the event the vacancy is not filled by the 
remaining members of the county board within 30 days, the State Superintendent 
of Education shall fill the vacancy by appointment. The county superintendent of 
education shall notify the State Superintendent of Education when a vacancy in 
the office of a member of the county board of education has not been filled within 
30 days. 


ARTICLE 3. 
PROVISIONS REGARDING CITY BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 
§ 16-8A-19. "City" defined. 


A "city” within the meaning of this title shall include all incorporated 
municipalities with populations of 5,000 or more, according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census, or according to the last or any succeeding census 
taken under Sections 11-47-90 to 11-47-95, inclusive. 


§ 16-8A-20. Composition, qualifications, and compensation of members. 


(a) The general administration and supervision of the public schools and 
educational interest of each city shall be vested in a city board of education, to be 
composed of five members who shall be residents of the city, and who are not 
members of the governing board of the city. In any Class 4 municipality which has 
adopted a mayor-council form of government pursuant to Chapter 43B 
(commencing with Section 11-43B-1) Title 11, the city board of education may be 
composed of seven members. 


(b) The members of a city board of education shall, except as hereinafter 
provided, serve without compensation. 


(c) Any city or town which has had the general administration and supervi- 
sion of the public schools and educational interests of the city or town vested in a 
city board of education for a period of 20 years or more prior to August 15, 1951, 
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may, if it elects, and except as may be provided by law, continue to have general 
administration and supervision of the public schools and educational interest 
under a local board of education regardless of any past or future federal census. 


§ 16-8A-21. Election; terms of office; vacancies. 


(a) Except for cities that have elected by local legislation to elect city boards 
of education or who may by local legislation choose to elect city board members 
the following shall apply. At the regular meetings of the city council or commission 
in April, the council or commission shall elect a member or members of the board 
of education to succeed those whose term or terms of office expire that year. 
Members of the city board of education shall assume office at the next meeting of 
the city board of education following their appointment. The terms of office of 
members of the city board of education shall be five years, and the term of one 
member shall expire annually. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of the 
city board of education by resignation or otherwise, the fact shall be reported to 
the city council or commission by the board, and the council or commission shall 
elect a person to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 


(b) Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, the interests of a municipal 
governing body official whose spouse is employed by the city board of education 
is not a special financial interest for the purposes of voting on appointments to the 
city board of education and approving genera! appropriations for schools. 


§ 16-8A-22. Board selection procedure in Class 5 municipalities. 


The governing body of any Class 5 municipality may, by resolution, provide 
for the appointment of the city board of education from districts corresponding to 
the city governing body districts and the manner of appointment, the appointment 
of one member from the city at-large by the mayor, and the length of terms of the 
board members. 


§ 16-8A-23. Indebtedness where county unit system adopted. 


Whenever the control and administration of education matters affecting a 
municipality having a city board of education is transferred to or for any reason 
becomes vested in the county board of education, the existing indebtedness 
created prior to the transfer and the rights to collect the indebtedness shall not be 
impaired, 


§ 16-8A-24. Bond issues. 


If for any reason the current income of the city board of education is inade- 
quate to provide ample, appropriate, and suitable grounds, buildings, and equip- 
ment for all the needed schools of the city, the city board of education, on the 
recommendation of the city superintendent of schools, shall petition the city 
council or commission to call an election for the issuance of bonds on the credit of 
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the city in an amount sufficient to provide ample, appropriate, and suitable 
grounds, buildings, and equipment for all the needed schools of the city, subject to 
the limitations set out in the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and the city 
governing body shall call the election at the time requested in the petition. 


ARTICLE 4. 
CONSOLIDATION AND DECONSOLIDATION OF DISTRICTS. 


§ 16-8A-25. The local board of education may, consistent with criteria 
developed by the State Board of Education and pursuant to state law, consolidate 
or deconsolidate schools wherever in its judgment it is practicable, and arrange, if 
necessary, for the transportation of pupils to and from consolidated or 
deconsolidated schools, subject to this title. 


§ 16-8A-26. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Authority. 


The county boards of two or more adjoining counties may, by resolution 
spread upon the minutes of the county boards of education in the adjoining 
counties, form a consolidated school to be composed of the territory bounded by 
the limits of each county by the county boards of education in the resolution. 


§ 16-8A-27. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Control. 


The government and control of any school in the consolidated territory lying 
within two counties formed in accordance with the resolution of the boards shall be 
vested in the county board of education of the county in which the school building 
is located or is to be located, unless otherwise provided by agreement between 
the boards of education of the counties concerned. 


§ 16-8A-28. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Apportionment of 
funds. 


The county boards of education of the counties which have formed a 
consolidated school composed of territory lying within different counties shall 
apportion funds to the consolidated school or schools in the same manner as to 
any other school in the county. The funds apportioned to a consolidated school 
shall be paid over to the custodian of school funds of the county in which the 
school building is located or is to be located. 


§ 16-8A-29. Consolidation of schools - County and city systems. 


(a) Whenever a county board of education and the city board or boards of 
education in the county deem it advisable to consolidate the administration of their 
respective systems under the county board of education and reach an agreement 
to that effect through resolutions adopted by and recorded in the minutes of each 
board, which agreement shall provide for the payment of their respective 
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indebtedness, the consolidation shall be made to become effective at the time 
designated in the resolutions providing for the consolidation. If within 30 days 
after the adoption of the resolutions, 25 percent of the qualified electors of the 
territory covered by either of the school systems concerned shall submit a protest 
in writing, the consolidation procedure shall be as follows: 


(1) Request for referendum. The boards concerned shall adopt resolutions 
asking for a referendum on the proposed consolidation. The chair of each board 
shall certify to the judge of probate a copy of the agreement and of the resolution 
adopted by the board. 


(2) Order of election. Upon receipt by the judge of probate of certified 
copies of the adopted agreement and resolutions, the judge of probate shall 
present them to the county commission, which shall order elections to be held 
simultaneously in the territories concerned and at the time requested by the 
boards, to determine whether or not the school system of the county and the 
school system or systems of the city or cities shall be administered by the county 
board of education. 


(3) Notice of election. At least 30 days before the elections are held, the 
sheriff shall give notice of the time and the purpose of the elections by publication 
in some newspaper in the county, if any is published therein and, if not, by writing 
posted at the courthouse and at three other public places in each school system 
concerned. 


(4) Appointment, compensation, and duties of election officers. The officers 
of the elections shall be appointed, the elections shall be held, and the results 
shall be declared as in regular elections for county or city officers. The elections 
may be held at the time of any regular election and, in that event, the officers of 
the general election shall serve without extra compensation. If the elections are 
held at a time other than that fixed for a regular election, the officers shall receive 
the same pay for a general election. 


(5) Ballots for election. The ballots shall contain a clear statement of the 
purpose of the election and, in plain type and on different lines, the words "For 
Consolidation” and "Against Consolidation.” The voter favoring the proposed 
consolidation shall so indicate on the ballot by marking appropriately the words 
“For Consolidation,” and the voter not in favor of the proposed consolidation shall 
so indicate on the ballot by marking appropriately the words “Against Consolida- 
tion.” 


(6) Who may vote; result of election. All qualified electors residing in the 
territories concerned shall have the right to vote and, if a majority of the qualified 
electors voting in the combined territories concerned shall vote in favor of the 
consolidation, the city board or boards of education shall stand abolished and 
thereafter the schools of the county and the schools of the city or cities involved 
shail be administered by the county board of education. 
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(b) The consolidation shall not operate to relieve any board of education, or 
other governing body, of liability for obligations previously incurred, or to impair 
rights existing prior to the consolidation. On the contrary, the agreement as to 
indebtedness shall be binding on both the county board of education and the city 
or cities board or boards of education whose school systems are consolidated. In 
the event of a consolidation, the county board of education shall have the right to 
compel the execution of contractual obligations made to either of the boards prior 
to consolidation. 


§ 16-8A-30. Joint maintenance of schools - Between counties; attendance 
by pupils near county lines. 


The county boards of education of two or more counties may provide jointly 
for the maintenance of schools in or near the dividing line of the counties on the 
basis of the enrollment in the school from the counties represented. Each pupil 
who lives within five miles of a county boundary line shall attend the school 
nearest to his or her residence. The administration and supervision of the school 
shall be placed under one of the county boards of education of the counties by 
agreement between the county boards of education, and if no agreement as to 
administration and supervision is made, it shall be under the board of education of 
the county in which the schoolhouse is located. 


§ 16-8A-31. Joint maintenance of schools - State-line schools. 


When a county board of education desires to provide for the joint mainte- 
nance of a public school by a county in this state and an adjoining county in 
another state, the board shall ascertain what agreement with the authority having 
power to bind the county in the other state may be secured for the joint 
maintenance, and if the county board deems the conditions of the agreement 
mutually advantageous, it shall certify the facts to the State Superintendent of 
Education. The State Superintendent of Education shall investigate and, if he or 
she deems the proposed arrangement advantageous, shall approve the joint 
maintenance. The approval shall authorize the joint maintenance of the state-line 
schools. 


§ 16-8A-32. Annexing to city territory embracing schools - Retention of 
control pending agreements. 


When any part of the territory embracing a school under the supervision and 
control of the county board of education is annexed to a city having a city board of 
education by extension of the corporate limits of the city, the county board of 
education shall retain supervision and control of the school and for school 
purposes shall retain the same control of the territory and revenues which it 
exercised prior to the annexation, for the purpose of using and devoting the school 
to the benefit of all children who were or would be entitled to the use and benefit 
of the school so long as it was a county school, until an agreement has been 
made between the county board of education and the city board of education, and 
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the city council or commission or other governing body of the city to which the 
territory was annexed, with reference to the matter of existing indebtedness and of 
providing the same or equivalent school facilities for the children in that part of the 
territory in the school district or districts not annexed or made a part of such city. 


§ 16-8A-33. Annexing to city territory embracing schools - When arbitration 
of agreement required; appointment of board of arbitration. 


If an agreement under Section I6-8A-32 is not reached within 30 days after 
the annexation, wherever such annexation occurs in any county having a 
population of less than 400,000 according to the last or any succeeding federal 
census, or within three years after the annexation if the annexation occurs in a 
county having a population of 400,000 or more according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census, it shall then be mandatory to refer the final disposition 
of the matter to arbitration by a board consisting of three members, one to be 
selected by the county board of education, one to be selected by the city board of 
education, and the third member to be selected by these two members. If the two 
members are unable to agree upon the third member of the board of arbitration, 
the State Superintendent of Education shall appoint the third member. 


§ 16-8A-34. Annexing to city territory embracing schools - Hearing by board 
of arbitration. 

The board of arbitration shall secure all facts available relative to the matter, 
hold a public hearing for the purpose of giving an opportunity for every contention 
to be presented by both evidence and argument and determine all matters relative 
to the transfer of the control, existing indebtedness, and use of such school. The 
findings of a majority of said board of arbitration shall be binding on all concerned. 


Section 2. Chapter 9A of Title 16 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


CHAPTER 9A. 
LOCAL SUPERINTENDENTS OF EDUCATION 
ARTICLE 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


§ 16-9A-1. County superintendents of education and city superintendents of 
schools deemed local superintendents of education. 


For purposes of this title, county superintendents of education and city 
superintendents of education or city superintendents of schools are deemed local 
superintendents of education. 


§ 16-9A-2. Qualifications of local superintendents. 
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(a) The local superintendent of education shall be chosen for his or her 
general fitness and character and shall be a person of recognized ability as a 
school administrator. No person shall be eligible for appointment by any local 
board of education or for any political party nomination, or for election to the office 
of county superintendent of education, if applicable, unless such person: 


(1) Holds a Class AA sixth year Alabama certificate in administration and 
supervision based upon requirements established by the State Board of Education 
for that certificate. 


(2) Has had not less than five years of experience in public school work at 
the time he or she assumes office. 


(3) If the person is to be appointed by the local board of education, submits 
proof to the local board that he or she is knowledgeable in school administration. 


(b) A local superintendent of education need not be a resident or qualified 
elector of the county in which he or she is to serve. In every county where the 
county superintendent of education is elected by popular vote, he or she shall be 
nominated and elected in the same manner as other county officers are 
nominated and elected under the state election laws. 


(c) As of the effective date of this act, no local board of education may enter 
into a contract with a local superintendent that provides for a buy-out clause so 
that the benefits of the buy-out clause exceeds the value of three month’s salary 
of that superintendent. 


§ 16-9A-3. Duties of local superintendents. 


Each local superintendent shall enforce the laws, regulations, and rules 
relating to the public schools. Each local superintendent shall: 


(1) Recommend for approval and adoption by the local board of education 
the kind, grade, and location of schools to be established and maintained and the 
compulsory school attendance districts to be established. 


(2) Recommend for approval and adoption by the local board of education 
educational policies to promote the educational interests of the district and rules 
and regulations for the conduct of the schools. 


(3) As executive officer of the local board of education, advise with 
principals, teachers, attendance officers, school councils, and other interested 
citizens and shall in every way seek to foster learning in the public schools. 


(4) Recommend a building program, including necessary construction, 
repair, maintenance, replacement and condemnation of buildings, adequate to the 
present and future needs of the district. 
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(5) Approve in writing all contracts of whatever kind entered into by the local 
board of education. 


(6) Prepare and submit for approval and adoption by the local board of 
education rules and regulations governing the conditions under which children 
may be admitted to schools of a higher grade level. 


(7) Make recommendations for the consolidation or deconsolidation of 
schools consistent with criteria developed by the State Board of Education pursu- 
ant to state law, and submit the recommendations for approval and adoption by 
the local board of education. 


(8) Nominate in writing for appointment by the local board of education all 
principals, teachers, and all other regular employees of the board and assign them 
to their positions, transfer them as the needs of the schools require, recommend 
them for promotion, suspend them for cause and recommend them for dismissal, 
subject to state tenure laws. All persons nominated for teaching or supervising 
positions shall hold certificates issued by the State Board of Education. 


(9) Visit the schools, observe the management and instruction, and give 
suggestions for the improvement of the school. 


(10) Prepare forms on which school councils and board employees shall 
make reports required by the local board of education and submit the reports for 
approval and adoption by the board. 


(11) Prepare, in accordance with the direction of the local board of 
education, the annual statement of receipts and disbursements that is required to 
be published and other reports as the local board of education may require. The 
refusal or negligent failure of the local superintendent to comply with this 
subsection shall constitute a misdemeanor. 


(12) Direct the taking of the quadrennial school census pursuant to applica- 
ble rules and regulations. 


(13) Ensure that the laws requiring school attendance are enforced. 


(14) Prepare, or cause to be prepared, and submit to the local board of 
education for adoption, ail reports required of the local board of education by the 
State Superintendent of Education. 


(15) On or before the first day of November of each year, forward to the 
State Superintendent of Education an annual report of the public schools of the 
district for the preceding year. In the event any local superintendent fails to make 
and forward to the State Superintendent of Education any report required under 
this chapter within 10 days after the time it should be made, he or she shall be 
liable to impeachment, if elected, or subject to termination, if appointed, and the 
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resolution of the State Board of Education duly adopted setting forth the failure 
shall be prima facie evidence of the fact. The books, accounts, and vouchers of 
the local superintendent of education may be examined at any time by the State 
Superintendent of Education in person or by his or her duly authorized agent. 


(16) At such times and in such manner as directed by the local board of 
education and approved by the State Superintendent of Education, prepare the 
payroll for the payment of employees, bills, and other items as authorized by the 
local board of education. No money shall be paid on any payroll unless the local 
superintendent of education certifies in writing that the payroll is correct and 
should be paid and unless the chair of the local board of education endorses on 
the payroll an order that it be paid. 


(17) Decide, without expense to the parties concerned, all controversies 
and disputes involving the rules and regulations of the local board of education 
and proper administration of the public schools. 


(18) Do all other things necessary and proper for the administration of the 
schools of the district. 


§ 16-9A-4. Power to examine under oath. 


The local superintendent may administer oaths and examine witnesses 
under oath in any part of the county on any matter pertaining to the public schools 
of the district, and to cause the examination to be reduced to writing. 


§ 16-9A-5. Employment of assistants; offices; equipment. 


Each local board of education shail, upon the recommendation of the local 
superintendent, employ such professional, clerical, accounting, and statistical 
assistants as, in the judgment of the board, are necessary. The county 
superintendent is required to maintain an office at the county seat. The county 
commission shall provide the county superintendent of education and his or her 
professional and clerical assistants with ample, convenient, and comfortable office 
quarters. The county commission shall also provide necessary furniture, office 
equipment, stationery, postage, forms, and supplies required by the county 
superintendent of education and his or her assistants. 


§ 16-9A-6. Bond of superintendent. 
The local board of education shall fix and approve the official bond of the 
local superintendent of education, which shall be in a sum not less than three 


thousand dollars ($3,000). 


§ 16-9A-7. Certificate of administration and supervision. 
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Any person possessing the qualifications prescribed by law for a certificate 
of administration and supervision required as a qualification of a local 
superintendent of education may have a certificate signed by the State 
Superintendent of Education showing the qualifications upon application as 
prescribed by the State Board of Education and the submission of satisfactory 
proof showing that he or she is entitled to the certificate. 


ARTICLE 2. 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 
§ 16-9A-8. Appointment or election of superintendent. 


There shall be a county superintendent of education in each county of this 
state who shall act as the chief executive officer of the county board of education 
and who shall also be secretary of the county board of education. The county 
board of education of any county may appoint a county superintendent of educa- 
tion or a county superintendent of education may be elected by the qualified 
electors of the county as provided by Sections 16-9A-9 to 16-9A-15, inclusive. 
Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, the county superintendent of education is 
not required to maintain an office in the county seat. 


§ 16-9A-9. Misdemeanor to print name of person without certificate on 
ballot; candidates. 


Any person securing his or her name, or the name of another printed on a 
ballot as a candidate for, or nomination by a political party as a candidate for the 
office of county superintendent of education, without first having filed with the 
judge of probate, as required by jaw, the certificate signed by the State 
Superintendent of Education that the person whose name is printed on the ballot 
holds a certificate of administration and supervision, and any officer permitting the 
printing on a ballot of the name of a person as a candidate for, or nomination by a 
political party as a candidate for the office of county superintendent of education 
when there has not been filed with the judge of probate the certificate shall be 
subject to a penalty of two hundred fifty dollars ($250), recoverable in the name of 
the state for the use of any school board instituting an action therefor. Any resident 
of the county may institute an action for recovery for any school board of the 
county. Before any person becomes an applicant for employment by a county 
board of education, as county superintendent of education, and before any person 
qualifies for the nomination of a political party as a candidate for the office of 
county superintendent of education for a county in which the officer is elected by 
the qualified voters of the county, the person shall file with the judge of probate a 
certificate signed by the State Superintendent of Education that the person holds a 
certificate of administration and supervision as required by law prescribing the 
qualifications of a county superintendent of education. At the grand jury of the 
county assembled next after making of the affidavits, the record of the affidavits 
shall be submitted to the grand jury. In any prosecution for perjury under this 
section the record of the affidavit shail be admissible in evidence. 
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§ 16-9A-10. Nomination by political party. 


Any political party may, in a county where the county superintendent is 
elected by a direct vote of the qualified electors, either nominate a candidate for 
the office or may certify to the judge of probate that the political party desires to 
leave the election of a county superintendent of education to the county board of 
education. Whenever any political party certifies that the political party desires to 
leave the selection of the officer to the county board of education, the judge of 
probate shall cause to be entered on the ballot where the names of the 
candidates, if nominated, would appear, the following: "For selection by the county 
board of education.” The proposition shall appear on the ballot before the names 
of the candidates and be arranged so that the elector may express his or her 
choice for the proposition in the same manner as he or she expresses his or her 
choice for a candidate. Every qualified elector may vote for the selection by the 
county board of education or for any candidate for the office. In the event more 
votes are cast for selection by the county board of education than for any 
candidate, then the county board shall select the officer for the ensuing term. No 
elector shall be disqualified from participating in any party caucus, convention, or 
election because he or she voted for the proposition or selection by the county 
board of education even though his or her political party nominated a candidate for 
the position. 


§ 16-9A-11. Primary election to nominate superintendent. 


Whenever any political party holds a primary election for the nomination of 
candidates in counties where county superintendents are elected by a direct vote 
of the qualified electors and one or more persons qualify as candidates for nomi- 
nation by the political party as candidate for county superintendent of education, 
there shall be entered on the ballot of the primary election with the names of the 
candidates for county superintendent of education the proposition: "For selection 
by the county board of education.” The proposition shall appear on the ballot 
before the names of the candidates and be arranged so that the elector may 
express his or her choice for the proposition in the same manner as he or she 
expresses his or her choice for a candidate. If more votes are cast for selection by 
the county board of education than for any candidate, then the duly constituted 
authority of the political party holding the primary election shall certify to the judge 
of probate that the political party favors the selection of the county superintendent 
of education by the county board of education. 


§ 16-9A-12. Instructions on ballot. 


When a county superintendent is elected by a direct vote of the people, or 
nominated at a primary election, and the proposition of selection by the county 
board is also submitted at the election, there shall be printed instructions on the 
ballot of the election substantially as follows: "Vote either for selection by county 
board of education or for one candidate.” 
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§ 16-9A-13. Taking office on July 1 following election; procedure where 
successful candidate dies or resigns prior to taking office. 


In counties in which the county superintendent of education is elected by 
popular vote, the successful candidate shall take office on the July 1 following the 
date of his or her election. The incumbent shall continue to hold office until a 
successor is elected and qualified. 


§ 16-9A-14. Term of office when county board selects superintendent. 


Where the qualified electors of a county in which the county superintendent 
of education is elected by a direct vote of the people vote to leave the selection of 
the county superintendent to the county board of education, the county board of 
education may not appoint a county superintendent of education for a longer term 
than the ensuing term prescribed by the law relating to the county. 


§ 16-9A-15. Full-time office; salary; traveling expenses. 


The county superintendent of education shall devote his or her entire time to 
public school business. In counties in which the maximum salary of the county 
superintendent of education is not fixed by !aw, the county superintendent of 
education shall receive such compensation, including salary and travel expenses, 
as the county board of education shall direct. In counties where the 
superintendent of education is elected by a direct vote of the qualified electors, the 
salary for the office must be fixed prior to the beginning of the term of office. The 
boards of education in counties where the maximum salary of the superintendent 
of education is prescribed by law, may fix, approve, and authorize the payment of 
the traveling expenses annually incurred by the superintendent in the performance 
of his or her official duties within and without the county. 


ARTICLE 3. 
CITY SUPERINTENDENTS. 
§ 16-9A-16. Appointment, compensation, and removal. 


The city board of education shall appoint a city superintendent of schools to 
hold office at the pleasure of the board. The city superintendent of schools shall 
receive compensation in an amount determined by the city board of education. 
The city board of education may remove the city superintendent of schools for 
incompetency, immorality, misconduct in office, willful neglect of duty or when, in 
the opinion of the board, the best interests of the schools require it. Any vacancy 
for any reason in the office of city superintendent shall be filled by appointment by 
the city board for a period of time as the city board may prescribe. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 
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Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 
Chapters 8, 9, 11, and 12 of Title 16, Code of Alabama 1975, are specifically 
repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The 
contract year for teachers shall be expanded according to the following fiscal year 
schedule and minimum specifications for instructional days and teacher 
professional development days: 


(1) Fiscal Year 1995-1996: 176 instructional and five professional 
development; 


(2) Fiscal Year 1996-1997: 176 instructional and six professional 
development; 


(3) Fiscal Year 1997-1998: 177 instructional and six professional 
development; 


(4) Fiscal Year 1998-1999: 177 instructional and seven professional 
development; 


(5) Fiscal Year 1999-2000: 178 instructional and seven professional 
development; 


(6) Fiscal Year 2000-2001: 178 instructional and eight professional 
development; 
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(7) Fiscal Year 2001-2002: 179 instructional and eight professional 
development; 


(8) Fiscal Year 2002-2003: 179 instructional and nine professional 
development; 


(9) Fiscal Year 2003-2004: 180 instructional and nine professional 
development; and 


(10) Fiscal Year 2004-2005: 180 instructional and ten professional devel- 


opment. 


"(b) The ten professional development days may be utilized either before 
the schools convene, during the time the schools are in session, or after the 
adjournment of students at the end of the scholastic year, or all, according to 
board policy to be developed in cooperation and conjunction with the local 
professional organization which represents the majority of education employees 
statewide. "Professional development" days may include up to five "in-service" 
days according to this act. Funding for the additional work and professional 
development days which are provided for in this section shall be disbursed by the 
State Comptroller to the State Board of Education for the county and city boards of 
education from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund in the Education 
Budget Act for the public schools. Employees who work additional days shall be 
paid an additional pro rata amount for each additional day worked in addition to 
any cost-of-living adjustment or pay increase.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, but shall not 
become operative until funding is provided in a separate line-item during each 
fiscal year in the annual Education Budget Act.

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(10) Whenever electricity or natural gas is used or consumed for agricultural 
purposes.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To prohibit the state, the State Board of Education, or any public school 
system from promoting, encouraging, or permitting the use of outcome-based 
education or performance-based education methodology; to express the intent of 
the Legislature; to require the State Board of Education to adopt academic, 
vocational, health and physical development and arts objectives for Alabama 
students; to require the State Board of Education to establish courses of study, 
based on the achievement objectives; to provide for the restructuring of secondary 
education and require certain standards for graduation and promotion; to provide 
for the restructuring of elementary education; to require the State Board of Educa- 
tion to develop and implement assessment strategies to measure student 
achievement; to provide for the development of an accountability system for 
schools; to provide for the consolidation and deconsolidation of schools by local 
boards; to provide for targeted compensatory assistance to public schools to 
overcome past education system deficiencies; and to provide for programs for 
students who are low income or low performing, or both. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The State of Alabama, the State Board of Education, or any 
public school system within the State of Alabama shall not promote, encourage, or 
permit the use of "outcome-based education” or "performance-based education 
methodology,” as defined herein. "Outcome-based education” or "performance- 
based education methodology” is defined as the following: 

(a) The teaching of values, morals, or politically correct attitudes. 


(b) The surveying or testing of values, morals, or attitudes. 


(c) The promotion or use of guided imagery, hypnotism, or mind-altering 
practices. 


(d) The acceptance or promotion of values which are anti-family. 


(e) The dissemination of information or encouragement of gay or 
homosexual lifestyles. 


(f) Promotion of pre-marital sex or abortion. 
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None of the foregoing items enumerated in (a) through (f) above shall be 
taught, assessed, or used in K-12 public schools in the State of Alabama. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, however, schools shall foster traditional family 
virtues such as honesty, morality, self-discipline, respect for property, diligent work 
ethics, patriotism, the free enterprise system, and observance and respect for law 
and order. 


This act shall not be construed to require or permit outcome-based or 
performance-based education methodology, implied or explicit, nor shall the State 
Board of Education or the Alabama Commission on School Performance and 
Accountability utilize outcome-based or performance-based education methodolo- 
gy to design or develop goals, standards, or courses of study. 


Section 2. Section 16-3-14.1 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


§16-3-14.1. The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the 
State Superintendent of Education, shall prescribe the contents of courses of 
study for all public schools in the state. The courses of study shall be consistent 
with the achievement objectives and principles of Chapter 3A of Title 16 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Chapter 3A of Title 16 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


CHAPTER 3A. 
REFORM OF ALABAMA PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
§16-3A-1. Legislative intent. 
The Legislature finds and determines that: 


(1) Parents or guardians shall be notified if or when sex education classes 
as defined by the State Board of Education are going to be taught and shall have 
the authority to opt their students out of such classes. Meaningful activities shall 
be provided for students who are opted out of sex education classes. Under no 
circumstances shall condoms or birth control devices be distributed nor abortion or 
birth control counseling or referrals be provided in K-12 public schools. 


(2) All levels of Alabama’s education system, including the State Board of 
Education, the State Department of Education, local school boards, schools, 
educators, the Governor, members of the Legislature, and all others responsible 
for the financing or administration of education in Alabama, consistent with the 
authority and responsibility assigned to each level, shall be directly accountable to 
the citizens of Alabama to carry out their constitutional obligations related to 
education, which include not only holding those entities responsible for administer- 
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ing and operating the state’s public school system accountable for the system’s 
productivity, but also enabling the entities to achieve the results demanded of 
them by ensuring that: 


a. The above listed entities are provided with adequate means (including 
staff and resources, support for professional development, access to effective 
programs, and technical assistance) to achieve the educational objectives of this 
Act. 


b. Accountability accompanies authority. 


c. All students are afforded adequate and equitable educational 
opportunities. 


(3) The state shall organize and maintain a public educational system that 
enables students to develop the knowledge and skills that are the products of an 
adequate education. This system shall be based on academic excellence and, at 
the same time, shall promote the enabling conditions for improving day-to-day 
learning and teaching. It shall provide students with adequate and equitable 
opportunities to be successful. 


(4) The Alabama public school system must be based on the pursuit of 
academic excellence with adequate resources to support higher academic 
achievement. 


(5) The system’s infrastructure must be sound. 


(6) Technology shall be used to raise student and teacher productivity and 
expand access to learning. 


(7) Non-school barriers to learning must be addressed and minimized. 
(8) Early childhood programs should be provided for certain populations. 
(9) Special education must be a part of an inclusive system of education. 


(10) The Alabama public school system shail be reformed based on the 
following principles: 


a. All Alabama students can learn at significantly higher levels. The 
Alabama school system must be committed at all levels to the basic principle that 
ail students in the state are expected to achieve at a level that prepares them for 
further education, meaningful employment and career options, and that permits 
them to participate and to make informed decisions as citizens who will preserve 
our republic. 


b. The knowledge exists to help all Alabama students learn at significantly 
higher levels. 
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c. The diversity, including racial and ethnic, that parents, teachers, and 
students bring to Alabama’s education system must be respected. All education 
must be provided in an atmosphere free from prejudice. 


d. Alllearning environments in the State must be safe, sanitary, conducive 
to learning, and supplied with adequate resources. 


e. Teachers, provided with necessary support, are essential to school 
improvement. 


f. All special education needs, including the needs of students with 
disabilities and gifted students, must be addressed in all aspects of school reform. 
The expectation for students who need special education as a result of disabilities 
is the same as the expectation for other students, so long as the expectations are 
consistent with the students’ IEP (Individual Education Plan). Accommodations for 
special education students may be required in strategy, methodology, assessment 
instruments, facilities, technology, school-to-work transitions, and other areas. 
Gifted students shall have the opportunity to move significantly beyond their 
present level of achievement. 


g. A partnership among educators, students, families, businesses, and 
communities is necessary for students to achieve educational success. 


All agencies, councils, committees, commissions, or like bodies established 
or given authority to develop and implement this legislation shall be representative 
of the diverse nature of the population in terms of race, gender, and geography, 
and shall include members with knowledge of and sensitivity to the needs of 
students with disabilities. 


§16-3A-2. Adoption of academic, vocational, health and physical 
development, and art achievement objectives. 


The State Board of Education shall adopt and order the implementation of, 
but shall not be limited to, the following achievement objectives: 


(a) Communication 


1. Read with comprehension printed material from diverse sources, such as 
academic, work-related, functional, and recreational material. 


2. Write with clarity for a variety of purposes and audiences. 
3. Speak for a variety of purposes and to diverse audiences. 
4. Listen to, comprehend, and interpret oral messages. 


5. Obtain meaning from messages. 
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6. Acquire knowledge of the types, periods, and characteristics of literature 
from diverse cultures and places. 


7. Acquire competence in the use of oral and written language (for 
example, grammar, spelling, and mechanics). 


8. Use critical, creative, and logical thinking when reading, writing, 
speaking, listening, and observing. 


9. Use computers and other types of technologies to locate and organize 
information and express ideas. 


10. Acquire competence in the effective use of reference material and 
research skills. 


11. Acquire an appreciation for communication skills and the language arts. 


(b) Mathematics 


1. Apply mathematical processes in a variety of situations such as personal, 
academic, consumer, and career. 


2. Solve problems applying a variety of mathematical approaches. 


3. Apply measurement concepts and skills to describe and compare objects 
and measures. 


4. Apply data analysis techniques, statistical methods, and probability 
concepts to describe and analyze data to make decisions and predictions. 


5. Apply geometric concepts in a variety of situations (for example, 
symmetry, similarity, and intersections of loci). 


6. Apply algebraic concepts in a variety of situations (such as inverse 
operations, factoring, and simplifying irrational expressions). 


7. Apply concepts related to patterns, relations, and functions. 


8. Translate everyday needs into mathematical models (for example, 
graphs, formulas, spreadsheets, and physical models). 


9. Use logical reasoning skills to solve problems, analyze data, make 
conjectures, test validity of arguments, prove conjectures, and establish 
relationships. 


10. Determine and apply appropriate mathematical strategies, procedures, 
and tools (for example, paper and pencil, mental arithmetic, calculator, computer, 
and manipulative devices). 
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11. Express ideas, concepts, and relationships using mathematical terms 
and symbols, language, and electronic media. 


12. Make connections among the various topics of mathematics and among 
mathematics and other disciplines. 


(c) Science 


1. Acquire an understanding of the dynamic nature of the Earth and uni- 
verse. 


2. Acquire knowledge in the life sciences with emphasis on change over 
time of living things, cell theory, life systems and cycles, and the interdependence 
of populations, communities, and ecosystems. 


3. Acquire knowledge in the physical sciences with emphasis on the nature 
of matter, changes in matter and energy, the laws of motion, and the forces of 
nature. 


4. Make connections among the various scientific fields and among 
sciences and the other disciplines (for example, by using themes, such as 
systems and interactions, patterns of change, models, scale, and time). 


5. Acquire an understanding of scientific attitudes (for example, curiosity, 
skepticism, perseverance, and receptivity) and the nature of scientific knowledge. 


6. Apply knowledge of safe and proficient use of scientific equipment (such 
as thermometers, microscopes, balances, computers, and electronic probes) both 
within and outside the classroom/laboratory. 


7. Apply and appropriately integrate scientific knowledge and 
thinking/process skills (for example, observing, classifying, inferring, predicting, 
and formulating models). 


8. Plan, complete, and evaluate investigations and communicate results. 


9. Relate scientific concepts when designing technological solutions to 
problems. 


10. Evaluate environmental issues and decisions concerning the use and 
conservation of natural resources. 


11. Distinguish between scientific evidence and personal bias when making 
informed decisions. 


12. Analyze ways in which science, technology, and society interact with 
each other. 
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(d) Social Studies 


1. Acquire an understanding of the major and diverse historical and geo- 
graphical themes in the study of Alabama, the United States of America, and the 
world, 


2. Acquire an understanding of current events in Alabama, the United 
States of America, and the world. 


3. Acquire knowledge of the economic system of the United States of 
America and the other major economic systems of the world. 


4. Acquire an understanding of (1) the role of a citizen of the United States 
of America, (2) the constitutional government of the United States of America, and 
(3) other forms of governance. 


5. Apply information from various sources (for example, literature, 
documents, maps, and globes) to enhance learning. 


6. Apply current technology as a tool for communication and for the retrieval 
and management of information. 


7. Make informed decisions using analytical skills. 
(e) Health and Physical Education 


1. Acquire an understanding of the relationships among all aspects of 
health. 


2. Apply knowledge of factors (such as heredity, activity, safety, nutrition, 
health care, and communication skills) that affect physical, mental, and social well- 
being. 


3. Acquire skill and knowledge necessary to design and implement a plan of 
personal fitness and wellness. 


4. Acquire knowledge of rules, regulations, and laws that have an impact on 
health and safety of individuals and communities. 


5. Analyze the effects of environmental factors on an individual and the 
effects of an individual on the environment. 


6. Develop competence in a variety of motor skills from foundational skills to 
skills needed for a lifetime of activity. 


7. Make informed decisions that promote the health, safety, and develop- 
ment of self and others.

(f) Arts 


1. Communicate through the four arts disciplines (dance, music, theater, 
and visual arts). 


2. Use vocabularies, materials, tools, techniques, intellectual methods, and 
modern technologies when creating, performing, and responding to the arts. 


3. Acquire the basic skills necessary to participate in the creation and/or 
performance of at least one of the arts. 


4. Define and solve artistic problems with creativity, insight, reason, and 
technical competence. 


5. Acquire a knowledge of artistic processes, products, and styles 
associated with diverse cultures, past and present. 


6. Critically analyze works of art from aesthetic, structural, historical, literary, 
personal, and cultural perspectives. 


7. Make connections among the arts and among the arts and the other 
disciplines. 


8. Recognize and understand influences of the arts In everyday life (for 
example, industrial design, entertainment, and fashion). 


(g) Vocational and Career Skills 


1. Identify career options and the education and training requirements for 
each. 


2. Explore personal aptitudes and interests and link them to career and 
employment opportunities. 


3. Plan and take appropriate actions to attain career educational goals. 


4. Acquire the technical, occupational, and academic skills necessary for 
pursuing, obtaining, and retaining a job in a chosen career field. 


5. Acquire a positive work ethic and an appreciation for the dignity of work 
and its role in society. 


6. Acquire the ability to manage and cope with change. 


7. Work independently and cooperatively in various settings to set goals, 
create solutions, manage resources, monitor progress, and complete tasks. 
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8. Organize and allocate resources, access and use information, and 
identify and use technologies to produce an idea, process, or product. 


9. Use reasoning and problem-solving skills to make informed decisions. 


10. Acquire an understanding of the functions within a business or industry 
such as management, labor, and production functions. 


The above achievement objectives may be revised by the State Board of 
Education provided any such revision must be submitted to and approved by the 
State Legislature. Each achievement objective shall be a public document, 
available for inspection at reasonable times by students, parents, teachers, and 
other members of the local community. 


Within six months of the promulgation of the achievement objectives, the 
principal, teachers and staff of each school, in consultation with parents, students, 
and other community members, shall develop a school-level plan for teaching their 
students what they must know and be able to do, consistent with those objectives. 
Assistance in developing these plans shail be available from the State Department 
of Education and local systems, and the plans shall be updated periodically. 


§16-3A-3. Courses of study. 


(a) The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the State 
Superintendent, shail establish courses of study, based on the academic, 
vocational, health and physical development, and art achievement objectives 
established pursuant to Section 16-3A-2, that define more specifically what 
Alabama students should know and be able to do. 


(b) The courses of study shall identify what students should know and be 
able to do, but not how the students are to be taught. Schools and school 
systems shall have the authority to determine the way or ways in which instruction 
will occur. In implementing courses of study, schools and school systems may 
develop innovative, interdisciplinary modes of instruction adapted to local contexts 
and needs that are responsive to the variety of ways in which students learn. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall prescribe contents of courses of 
study. School systems may establish curriculum with contents more expansive 
and rigorous than the course of study prescribed by the state board. 


(d) Courses of study relating to language arts shall give special attention to 
providing phonics instruction as well as other word recognition skills and compre- 
hension skills. 


(e) The State Board of Education shall adopt necessary policies, 
procedures, rules, regulations, and/or standards to require college and university 
departments of education to review their existing educational programs for pro- 
spective English, social studies, mathematics, science, art, physical education and 
vocational/technical teachers In order to ensure that such prospective teachers 
are properly prepared to teach the courses required by this section. 
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(f) The State Board of Education shall cause the courses of study to be re- 
examined as often as it deems necessary, but at least every six years, and shall 
update the courses of study as necessary to accomplish the intent expressed in 
Section 16-3A-1. 


(g) Textbooks shall be correlated with the academic, vocational, health and 
physical development and art achievement objectives through the state textbook 
selection process. Other instructional materials will be correlated with these 
objectives through local school systems’ textbook committees. 


§16-3A-4. Restructuring of secondary education. 


The system of secondary education in this state shall be restructured to 
ensure that all secondary students have access to curriculum and learning 
experiences designed to prepare them for future employment, educational and 
career opportunities, and active citizenship. The restructuring shal! be based on 
exceptionally high achievement in the core curriculum by all students early in the 
secondary years. 


The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a statewide, 
long-range plan for restructuring secondary education. This plan shall be based 
on the following principles: 


(1) Schools shall require that ail students enroll in a high-level core 
academic curriculum (including academically rigorous material in science, 
mathematics, English, foreign language, the arts, social studies, health and 
physical education, and work preparation skills throughout the secondary school 
years) and receive support to stay in school and take advantage of that curricu- 
lum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with access to the knowledge 
and skills necessary to be successful in college, in technical training institutions or 
apprenticeship programs, or in a first job on a career path. 


(2) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students to a 
general track of undemanding courses, or design course work that forecloses 
educational and occupational options for students. Programs shall not result in 
tracking and shall include safeguards to ensure that factors such as socioeconom- 
ic status, race, gender, and disability do not limit or determine students’ high 
school or post high-school pursuits. Recognizing that some students will require 
more instructional time to reach the achievement objectives, nothing herein shall 
be construed to prohibit or prevent teachers from employing a variety of instruc- 
tional strategies in the classroom for the benefit of each student in that classroom. 


(3) In addition to the common core curriculum, schools shall offer advanced 
courses in high-skill occupationally-oriented learning experiences, advanced or 
accelerated courses for gifted students in academics and the arts, including but 
not limited to, courses leading to the Advanced Diploma and Honors courses, and 
courses structured to provide meaningful career options for students whose 
immediate plans following high school are to seek employment. 
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(4) Schools shall provide students with counseling and guidance to identify 
the range of educational and occupational options in Alabama and the nation, 
along with information about the educational programs necessary to pursue these 
options. 


(5) The secondary program shall be designed to ensure that students have 
the opportunity to specialize in enriched arts and sciences and high-skill 
occupationally-oriented courses. Students shall be given appropriate notice and 
allowed to change between occupationally-oriented courses and enriched arts and 
sciences courses. 


(6) Graduation and promotion criteria for students shall be examined and 
standards established by the State Board of Education. 


(7) Local school systems and schools shall not be held to any one curricular 
model, but may select or develop models that are adapted to the local 
characteristics and needs of the school and its students. 


(8) Cooperative learning among secondary schools, technical colleges, 
community colleges, junior colleges, and four-year universities should be 
established to ensure the transition of students from high school to postsecondary 
education. 


(9) The private sector shall be encouraged to provide technical assistance 
for work-site learning and, increasingly, to become part of the actual delivery 
system. 


{10) For students with cognitive disabilities who cannot meet full exit 
criteria, schools shall provide appropriate transition services and life-skill services 
in order to ensure meaningful postsecondary educational and vocational 
opportunities. 


§16-3A-4.1. Restructuring of elementary education. 


The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a statewide, 
long-range plan for restructuring elementary education. This plan shall be based 
on the following principles: 


(1) Schools shall offer all students a high-level core academic curriculum of 
reading, writing, language, mathematics, science and social studies, as well as 
arts and physical education in grades K to 8, inclusive, and support to take 
advantage of that curriculum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with 
access to the knowledge and skills necessary to be successful when they reach 
high school. 


(2) In addition to the core curriculum courses of reading, writing, language, 
mathematics, science, social studies, health and physical development, and the 
arts, the local board of education or the school council where appropriate, may 
select other curriculum for that particular school. 
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(3) Schools shall not be held to any one model but shall be allowed to 
select and develop course offerings and methods of course delivery that are 
adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its students. 


(4) Schools shall not track students, or design course work that forecloses 
educational options for the students. Programs shall not result in tracking and 
shall include safeguards to insure that factors such as socioeconomic status, race, 
gender, and disability do not limit or determine students pursuits. Recognizing 
that some students will require more instructional time to reach the achievement 
objectives, nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit or prevent teachers from 
employing a variety of instructional strategies in the classroom for the benefit of 
each student in that classroom. 


(5) In order to overcome education deficiencies and in order to meet higher 
achievement objectives, the State Board of Education shall identify programs for 
local school systems that provide intensive instruction to students who need such 
instruction. All at-risk students in grades K to 8, inclusive, and all at-risk students 
failing to meet academic achievement objectives in grades K to 8, inclusive, shall 
be provided with effective educational programs. 


(6) Beginning in the 1994-1995 school year, no primary class in the public 
schools in grades K to 3, inclusive, in this state shall have more than 20 students. 
If a class in grades K to 3, inclusive, in an elementary school exceeds 20 students, 
then the local school board shall immediately place in that school an additional 
teacher or teachers to ensure no class size exceeds 20 students. Schools with 
unusual circumstances may apply to the State Board of Education for an exemp- 
tion to this provision. 


(7) The State Board of Education shall by regulation prescribe exemptions 
from the requirement of class size for classes such as band, chorus, physical 
education, innovative instructional practices, and for other exceptional 
circumstances. 


(8) No laws, rules, regulations, or policies under this act shall require local 
boards of education to abandon the use of the Carnegie Unit or a letter-grade 
system or to adopt outcome-based methods or the use of student portfolios in lieu 
of other nationally recognized courses of study. All policies, procedures, rules, 
regulations, and recommendations adopted or Implemented, or both, under this 
act shall be supported by the then current preponderance of applicable research. 


§16-3A-5. Development of assessment strategies. 

(a) The State Board of Education shall, within six years of the effective date 
of this act, develop and implement assessment strategies to measure whether 
students have acquired the achievement objectives established pursuant to 
Section 16-3A-2. The assessment strategies shall include: 


(1) Criterion-referenced tests based on the Alabama Courses of Study. 
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(2) Norm-referenced tests designed to compare the achievement of 
students in Alabama public schools with that of students in other states. 


(3) Provisions for the accommodation of the particular needs of students 
with disabilities to allow such students to participate fully in the assessment 


program. 


(b) The State Board of Education shall monitor the assessment strategies 
developed and implemented pursuant to this section to assure validity, reliability, 
and the absence of racial, cultural, and gender bias. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall report annually the results of the 
statewide assessment program developed under this section to all local school 
boards, all schools and school systems, the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the public and the media. This 
report shail include indicators of the success of the educational program, including 
the percentage of students reaching the achievement objectives, as well as other 
indicators deemed appropriate. 


(d) No laws, rules, regulations, or policies under this act shall require local 
boards of education to abandon the use of the Carnegie Unit or a letter-grade 
system or to adopt outcome-based methods or the use of student portfolios in lieu 
of other nationally recognized assessments. All policies, procedures, rules, 
regulations, and recommendations adopted or implemented, or both, under this 
act shail be supported by the then current preponderance of applicable research. 


§16-3A-6. Accountability system. 


(a) The State Board of Education, utilizing appropriate experts, other 
representative public interests and a broadly representative group of local 
educators, shall develop a system of educator rewards, assistance, and 
consequences which shall constitute Alabama’s core accountability program for 
successful and unsuccessful schools. The accountability system shall be based 
on the following principles: 


(1) The school, or appropriate grade segments in the school, shall be the 
unit of accountability, not the individual teacher. "School" shall be defined by the 
State Board of Education at Jeast six months prior to the assessment of schools 
for accountability purposes, and the definition shall take into account problems 
such as those presented by schools with non-traditional grade structures or 
students with special needs. 


(2) The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a system to 
assess school performance. For the purpose of rewards, assistance, and 
consequences a school’s performance shall be compared with its own prior 
performance. The accountability system shall be fair to all schools and recognize 
that schools begin from different starting points and face different challenges in 
meeting established standards. Schools in which virtually all students are meeting 
achievement objectives shall not be penalized by the system and shall have fair 
opportunities for rewards. 
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(3) For purposes of assessing school performance as required in this 
section, student success shall be defined in terms of student attainment of the 
academic achievement objectives established pursuant to Section 16-3A-2, as 
measured by assessment strategies established by the State Board of Education. 


(4) School performance shall be assessed and rewards, assistance, and 
consequences for schools determined, based upon a combined analysis of the 
following: 


a. The aggregate performance of the students within that school, taking into 
account both the proportion of students successfully acquiring academic achieve- 
ment objectives, and the improvement of student achievement relative to such 
objectives during the period preceding the assessment. 


b. The State Board of Education shall consider various other non-cognitive 
factors such as the graduation rate, the dropout rate, the attendance rate, the 
retention rate, expulsions and suspensions as measures of school success. 


(5) Assessments for the purpose of determining baseline levels of school 
performance shall be administered in school year 1994-1995 using nationally- 
normed, standardized tests. Such tests shall be administered each year as a 
method of monitoring school improvement resulting from this reform legislation. 
The rewards or consequences system, utilizing norm-referenced data and 
criterion-referenced data, shall commence no later than the school year beginning 
six years after the effective date of this Act and shall be administered every two 
years thereafter. 


(6) Each school shall be expected to improve its achievement with each 
biennial assessment, both through an increase in the proportion of satisfactorily- 
achieving and above satisfactorily-achieving students and a decrease in the 
proportion of lowest-achieving students. 


(7) Rewards for schools showing satisfactory improvement may include 
financial bonuses to schools which would be spent according to rules and 
procedures established by the State Board of Education. Rewards, however, may 
be used for purposes such as graduate work, attendance at professional 
conterences, the purchase of classroom materials and equipment, or field trips. In 
addition, local boards of education shall be encouraged to identify non-financial 
rewards to provide recognition of successful schools, such as designation as an 
exemplary school, statewide publicity, community awards ceremonies, or school 
banquets. 


(8) The accountability system shall be designed in such a way as to ensure 
that schools are not rewarded for achieving academic growth only among students 
with whom the school system has tended to be more successful. All students, 
including those with disabilities, shall participate fully in the assessment and 
accountability process so that schools have strong incentives to increase the 
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success of students with disabilities; however, accommodations shall be made for 
students with disabilities as appropriate and necessary. Those students with 
severe cognitive disabilities may be evaluated using methods appropriate for their 
educational programs; however, such assessments shall be included as part of 
the accountability system. 


(9) Local school superintendents, local school boards, schoo! staff, and the 
community shall be provided fair notice of the rewards and consequences to 
expect if certain results are or are not achieved. This notice shall occur no later 
than one year after the initial biennial assessment, shall be posted at all schools, 
and shall be distributed to parents and teachers. 


(10) The rewards system shall be continuously monitored by the State 
Board of Education to ensure its validity in rewarding improvements in and mainte- 
nance of achievement, rather than wealth or other factors. 


(11) If the biennial assessment indicates that a school has failed to improve, 
the school shall be classified by the State Board of Education into one of three 
categories. These categories, Category 1, Category Il, or Category Ill, shall reflect 
the severity of the lack of improvement. These categories shall be defined as 


follows: 


a. Category I. A school that fails to meet its achievement threshold in any 
biennial assessment but maintains at least the previous proportion of successful 
students. Such a school shall: 


1. Be designated as a Category | School in need of assistance, 
2. Be required to develop and implement a school improvement plan, 
including a comprehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the 


school’s specific weaknesses, that must be approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education, 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan, and 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education an end-of-year report on 
the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


b. Category Il. 


A school may be designated as a Category II school by either of two 
methods: 


1. A Category | school that fails to meet its expected achievement level at 
the next biennial assessment, or 


2. A-school in which the proportion of successful students declines but by 
less than five percentage points. 
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Category [I schools shall be subject to the following consequences: 
1. Be designated as a Category It School in need of assistance, 


2. Be required to develop and implement a schoo! improvement plan, 
including a comprehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the 
school’s specific weaknesses, that must be approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education, 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan, and 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education a mid-year and an end-of- 
year report on the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


c. Category III. No school shall move directly to a Category III designation, 
even if the proportion of successful students decreases by more than five percent- 
age points. Such a school shall first be designated a Category II schoo! and be 
given unti! the next biennial assessment to improve achievement. If at the next 
biennial assessment it is determined that the school has failed to reverse the 
trend, then the school shall be designated a Category Ill school. A Category Ill 
school shall: 


1. Be designated by the State Board of Education as a Category III school 
in need of special, intense assistance. 


2. Be required to implement a school improvement plan, including a com- 
prehensive staff development program aimed at correcting the school’s specific 
weaknesses, developed by an assistance team appointed by the State 
Superintendent of Education. 


3. Be required to publicize the school improvement plan. 


4. Submit to the State Department of Education a mid-year and an end-of- 
year report on the implementation of the school improvement plan. 


If improvement is not shown in the school in the next biennial assessment 
after the school has been classified as a Category Ill school, the State Department 
of Education shall determine the best course of action for the students at the 
school, including, but not limited to (1) hiring of a new principal, (2) transferring 
and dismissing staff, and (3) closure of the school and reassignment of the 
students. The actions to improve these conditions shall be determined by the 
State Board of Education. 


(12) Schools classified as either Category I, tl, or III shall be provided 
substantial assistance to meet achievement expectations. This assistance may 
include, but not be limited to, technical support, hands-on help, extra professional 
development, and eligibility for state grants. Targeted special assistance 
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provisions for Category Il and Category III schools shall be established and 
administered by the State Board of Education. Eligible schools shall submit 
applications for assistance through their school systems. The State Department of 
Education shall aid systems and schools in diagnosing problems and identifying 
improvement strategies and shall provide special training for those involved in 
such diagnostic activities. 


(13) A school shall be allowed to appeal a Category placement in accor- 
dance with regulations to be developed by the State Board of Education. 


(b) The State Board of Education shail develop a system of accountability, 
including rewards, assistance, and consequences, for school systems that is 
analogous to that developed for schools, except that the measures employed shall 
relate to the school systems’ overall success in improving academic achievement. 


§16-3A-7. Consolidation and deconsolidation. 


The State Board of Education shall develop criteria for the consolidation and 
deconsolidation of schools by local school boards consistent with the pursuit of 
academic excellence embodied in this act. 


§16-3A-8. Targeted compensatory assistance. 


In order to overcome education system deficiencies and in order to meet 
academic achievement standards, targeted compensatory assistance shall be 
provided to public schools to provide or expand effective instructional programs to 
improve student achievement, prevent dropouts, and prepare graduates for work 
or higher education. The State Board of Education shall administer funds 
appropriated for this purpose. This targeted assistance shall be directed to 
students at the secondary level who have previously been denied the knowledge 
or skills necessary for college, other postsecondary education, or career path 
employment. 


§16-3A-9. Programs for students who are low income or low performing, or 
both. 


In order to overcome education system deficiencies and in order to meet 
education achievement standards, the State Board of Education shall, within one 
year of the effective date of this act, identify programs for local school systems 
that provide sustained and intensive instruction to students who are low income or 
low performing, or both, and that have a research basis confirming their success in 
bringing such students to high levels of achievement. All at-risk students in 
grades K to three, inclusive, and all at-risk students failing to meet the student 
achievement objectives in grades four to 12, inclusive, shall be provided with 
effective educational programs as described in this section. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 16-28-40, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read 
as follows: 


"§16-28-40. 


"(a) The Department of Public Safety shall deny a driver's license or a 
learner's license for the operation of a motor vehicle to any person under the age 
of 19 who does not, at the time of application, present a diploma or other certifi- 
cate of graduation issued to the person from a secondary high school of this state 
or any other state, or documentation that the person: (1) is enrolled and making 
satisfactory progress in a course leading to a general educational development 
certificate (GED) from a state approved institution or organization, or has obtained 
the certificate; (2) is enrolled in a secondary school of this state or any other state; 
(3) is participating in a job training program approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education; (4) is gainfully and substantially employed; (5) is a parent with the 
care and custody of a minor or unborn child; (6) has a physician certify that the 
parents of the person depend on him or her as their sole source of transportation; 
or (7) is exempted from this requirement due to circumstances beyond his or her 
control as provided in this chapter. 


"(b) The attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, upon request, 
shall provide documentation of enrollment status on a form approved by the 
Department of Education to any student 15 years of age or older who is properly 
enrolled in a school under the jurisdiction of the official, for presentation to the 
Department of Public Safety, on application for, or renewal or reinstatement of, a 
driver’s license or a learner's license to operate a motor vehicle. Whenever a 
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student 16 years of age or older withdraws from school, the attendance officer or 
chief attendance administrator shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the 
withdrawal. Withdrawal shall be defined as more than 10 consecutive or 15 days 
total unexcused absences during a single semester. 


"(c) Within five days of receipt of a notice of withdrawal, the Department of 
Public Safety shall send notice to the licensee that his or her driver’s license or 
learner's license will be suspended under this article on the 30th day following the 
date the notice was sent unless documentation of compliance with this article is 
received by the department before the 30th day. 


"(d) Whenever the withdrawal from school of the student, or the failure of 
the student to enroll in a course leading to or to obtain a GED or high school 
diploma, is beyond the control of the student, or is for the purpose of transfer to 
another school as confirmed in writing by the parent or guardian of the student, or 
is for the purpose of participating in a job training program approved by the State 
Superintendent of Education, no notice shall be sent by the proper school official 
to the Department of Public Safety to suspend the license of the student. If the 
student is applying for or renewing a driver’s license or a learner’s license, the 
attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, upon request, shall provide 
the student with documentation to present to the Department of Public Safety to 
exempt the student from this section. The local superintendent of education with 
the assistance of the county or city schoo! attendance director as the case may 
be, and any other staff or school personnel, or the appropriate school official of 
any private secondary school, shali be the sole judge of whether the withdrawal is 
due to circumstances beyond the control of the person. Suspension or expulsion 
from school or imprisonment in a jail or penitentiary is not a circumstance beyond 
the control of a person. 


"(e) (1) Any person under the age of 19 and over the age of 14 who is 
convicted of the crime of possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school 
under Section 13A-11-72 shall be denied issuance of a driver’s permit or license 
for the operation of a motor vehicle for 180 days from the date the person applies 
for a permit or license for the operation of a motor vehicle. Any adjudication as a 
juvenile delinquent or youthful offender where the underlying charge is the 
possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school under Section 13A-11-72 
shall be considered a conviction under this subsection, and the adjudication of a 
person as a juvenile delinquent or youthful offender where the underlying charge 
is a violation under Section 13A-11-72 shall be reported to the Department of 
Public Safety. 


"(2) Ifa person under the age of 19 years possesses a driver's license on 
the date of conviction, the Department of Public Safety, within five days of receipt 


of a notice of conviction from the court, shall send notice to the licensee that his or 
her driver's license will be suspended. The notice shall state that the license will 


be suspended for 180 days commencing on the 30th day following the date the 
notice was sent unless documentation is received by the department before the 
30th day that the person was not convicted of the crime. Upon the appropriate 
date, the department shall suspend the license. 
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"(3) Upon the written request of the person whose license is denied or 
suspended, the Department of Public Safety shall afford the person an opportunity 
for a hearing in the same manner and under the procedure used for other driver's 
license suspensions. If the suspension or denial of issuance determination is 
sustained by the Director of the Department of Public Safety or the authorized 
agent of the director, upon such hearing, the person may file a petition in the 
appropriate court to review the final order of suspension or denial by the director 
or the authorized agent of the director in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as is provided in the case of suspensions and denials. 


"(4)_ If the conviction is reversed within the 180-day period, the department, 
upon receipt of notice of the reversal from the Administrative Office of Courts, shall 
reinstate a suspended license and shall accept an application for a license and 
shall issue the license according to law and regulation, 


"(5)_ The court shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the conviction 
of a person under the age of 19 of a crime involving the possession of a pistol on 
the premises of a public school under Section 13A-11-72 and any reversal of the 
conviction. The Administrative Office of Courts may promulgate necessary rules 
and regulations to implement this notification procedure.” 


Section 2. This act shall become operative only upon the passage of a law 
in the 1994 1st Special Session amending Section 13A-11-72, Code of Alabama 
1975, establishing a criminal offense for the possession of a pistol on the premises 
of a public school.

ABILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to insurance coverage for certain drugs recognized for the treat- 
ment of life-threatening illnesses, such as cancer, AIDS, and coronary heart 
disease. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The Legislature finds and declares the following: 


(1) The citizens of this state rely upon health insurance to cover the cost of 
obtaining health care and it is essential that the citizens’ expectation that their 
health care costs will be paid by their insurance policies is not disappointed and 
that they obtain the coverage necessary and appropriate for their care within the 
terms of their insurance policies. 


(2) Some insurers deny payment for drugs that have been approved by the 
Federal Food and Drug Administration, hereafter referred to as FDA, when the 
drugs are used for indications other than those stated in the labelling approved by 
the FDA, off-label use, while other insurers with similar coverage terms do pay for 
off-label use. 


(3) Denial of payment for off-label use can interrupt or effectively deny 
access to necessary and appropriate treatment for a person being treated for a 
life-threatening illness. 


(4) Equity among employers who obtain insurance coverage for their 
employees and fair competition among insurance companies require that insur- 
ance companies assure citizens reimbursement for drugs in the same way and in 
the way citizens expect. 


(5) Off-label use of an FDA-approved drug is legal when prescribed ina 
medically appropriate manner and is often necessary to provide needed care. 
Approximately 50% of cancer drug treatment is for off-label indications. The FDA 
and the Federal Department of Health and Human Services recognize the wide 
variety of effective uses of FDA-approved drugs for off-label indications. Informa- 
tion on the appropriate off-label use of FDA-approved drugs is obtained from 
compendia published by the United States Pharmacopoeial Convention, the 
American Medical Association, and the American Society of Hospital Pharmacists. 
in addition, scientific studies of off-label use of drugs published in recognized 
peer-reviewed professional journals provide information on appropriate use of 
drugs for off-label indications. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990 
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recognizes these three compendia and peer-reviewed literature as appropriate 
sources for reimbursement and requires Medicaid agencies to pay for off-label use 
of drugs prescribed for Medicaid patients if the use is stated in any of such 
sources. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1993 applies the same criteria 
and coverage to Medicare patients. 


(6) Use of FDA-approved drugs for off-label indications provides efficacious 
drugs at a lower cost. To require that all appropriate uses of a drug undergo 
approval by the FDA would substantially increase the cost of drugs and delay or 
even deny patients’ ability to obtain medically effective treatment. FDA approval 
for each use would require substantial expenditure and time to undergo the clinical 
trials necessary to obtain FDA approval. This is particularly the case when a drug 
is off-patent and in generic production, and consequently is available at a lower 
price. Once a drug is in generic production by multiple manufacturers, it is not 
economically feasible for a manufacturer to incur the cost of FDA approval. 


(7) Reimbursement for off-label indications of FDA-approved drugs is 
necessary to conform to the way in which appropriate medical treatment is 
provided, to make needed drugs available to patients, and to contain health care 


costs. 


Section 2. The following words and phrases used in this act shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) CONTRAINDICATION. The potential for, or the occurrence of, an 
undesirable alteration of the therapeutic effect of a given prescription because of 
the presence, in the patient for whom it is prescribed, of a disease condition or the 
potential for, or the occurrence of, a clinically significant adverse effect of the drug 
on the patient's disease condition. 


(2) INDICATION. Any symptom, cause, or occurrence in a disease which 
points out its cause, diagnosis, course of treatment, or prognosis. 


(3) INSURANCE POLICY. An individual, group, blanket, or franchise 
insurance policy, insurance agreement, or group hospital service contract provid- 
ing for hospital, medical, surgical, or pharmaceutical services. 


(4) MEDICAL LITERATURE. Published scientific studies published in any 
peer-reviewed national professional journal. 


(5) STANDARD REFERENCE COMPENDIA. Any of the following: 
a. The United States Pharmacopeia Drug information. 
b. The American Medical Association Drug Evaluations. 


c. The American Hospital Formulary Service Drug Information. 
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Section 3. (a) Title 27 of the Code of Alabama 1975, or any other provision 
of law, rule, or regulation to the contrary notwithstanding, it is specifically provided 
that: 


(1) No insurance policy which provides coverage for drugs shall exclude 
coverage of a drug for a particular indication on the ground that the drug has not 
been approved by the Federal Food and Drug Administration for that indication, if 
the drug is recognized for treatment of that indication in one of the standard 
reference compendia, or in the medical literature, or by the Commissioner of 
Insurance. 


(2) Coverage of a drug required by this section shall also include medically 
necessary services associated with the administration of the drug. 


(b) This section shall not be construed to alter existing law with regard to 
provisions limiting the coverage of drugs that have not been approved by the 
Federal Food and Drug Administration. 


(c) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for any drug 
when the Federal Food and Drug Administration has determined its use to be 
contraindicated. 


(d) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for experimental 
drugs not otherwise approved for any indication by the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration. 


(e) The Commissioner of Insurance may direct any person who issues an 
insurance policy to make payments required by this section. 


(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed, expressly or by implication, to 
create, impair, alter, limit, modify, enlarge, abrogate, or prohibit reimbursement for 
drugs used in the treatment of any other disease or condition. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL

To amend Section 13A-11-72, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to certain 
persons forbidden to possess a deadly weapon; to forbid certain persons from 
possessing a deadly weapon while on the premises of a public school and to 
prescribe penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 13A-11-72, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read 
as follows: 


"§13A-11-72. 


"(a) No person who has been convicted in this state or elsewhere of commit- 
ting or attempting to commit a crime of violence shall own a pistol or have one in 
his or her possession or under his or her control. 


"(b) No person who is a drug addict or an habitual drunkard shall own a 
pistol or have one in his or her possession or under his or her control. 


"(c) Subject to the exceptions provided by Section 13A-11-74, no person 
shall knowingly with intent to do bodily harm carry or possess a deadly weapon on 
the premises of a public school. 
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"(d) Possession of a deadly weapon with the intent to do bodily harm on the 
premises of a public school in violation of subsection (c) of this section is a Class 
C felony. 


"(e@) Law enforcement officers are exempt from this section, and persons 
with pistol permits issued pursuant to Section 13A-11-75, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are exempt from the provisions of subsection (c) of this section.” 


"(f) The term ‘public school’ as used in this section applies only to a school 
composed of grades K-12 and shall include a school bus used for grades K-12. 


"(g) The term ‘deadly weapon’ as used in this section means a firearm or 
anything manifestly designed, made, or adapted for the purposes of inflicting 
death or serious physical injury, and such term includes, but is not limited to, a 
bazooka, hand grenade, missile, or explosive or incendiary device; a pistol, rifle, or 
shotgun; or a switch-blade knife, gravity knife, stiletto, sword, or dagger; or any 
club, baton, billy, black-jack, bludgeon, or metal knuckles.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

"(a) The Department of Public Safety shall deny a driver’s license or a 
learner's license for the operation of a motor vehicle to any person under the age 
of 19 who does not, at the time of application, present a diploma or other certifi- 
cate of graduation issued to the person from a secondary high school of this state 
or any other state, or documentation that the person: (1) is enrolled and making 
satisfactory progress in a course leading to a general educational development 
certificate (GED) from a state approved institution or organization, or has obtained 
the certificate; (2) is enrolled in a secondary school of this state or any other state; 
(3) is participating in a job training program approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education; (4) is gainfully and substantially employed; (5) is a parent with the 
care and custody of a minor or unborn child; (6) has a physician certify that the 
parents of the person depend on him or her as their sole source of transportation; 
or (7) is exempted from this requirement due to circumstances beyond his or her 
control as provided in this chapter. 


"(b) The attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, upon request, 
shall provide documentation of enrollment status on a form approved by the 
Department of Education to any student 15 years of age or older who is properly 
enrolled in a school under the jurisdiction of the official, for presentation to the 
Department of Public Safety, on application for, or renewal or reinstatement of, a 
driver's license or a learner’s license to operate a motor vehicle. Whenever a 
student 16 years of age or older withdraws from school, the attendance officer or 
chief attendance administrator shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the 
withdrawal. Withdrawal shall be defined as more than 10 consecutive or 15 days 
total unexcused absences during a single semester. 


"(c) Within five days of receipt of a notice of withdrawal, the Department of 
Public Safety shall send notice to the licensee that his or her driver's license or 
learner’s license will be suspended under this article on the 30th day following the 
date the notice was sent unless documentation of compliance with this article is 
received by the department before the 30th day. 
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"(d) Whenever the withdrawal from school of the student, or the failure of 
the student to enroll in a course leading to or to obtain a GED or high school 
diploma, is beyond the control of the student, or is for the purpose of transfer to 
another school as confirmed in writing by the parent or guardian of the student, or 
is for the purpose of participating in a job training program approved by the State 
Superintendent of Education, no notice shall be sent by the proper school official 
to the Department of Public Safety to suspend the license of the student. If the 
student is applying for or renewing a driver’s license or a learner’s license, the 
attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, upon request, shall provide 
the student with documentation to present to the Department of Public Safety to 
exempt the student from this section. The local superintendent of education with 
the assistance of the county or city school attendance director as the case may 
be, and any other staff or school personnel, or the appropriate schoo! official of 
any private secondary school, shall be the sole judge of whether the withdrawal is 
due to circumstances beyond the control of the person. Suspension or expulsion 
from school or imprisonment in a jail or penitentiary is not a circumstance beyond 
the control of a person. 


"(e)(1) Any person over the age of 14 who is convicted of the crime of 
possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school, or a public school bus, 
or both, under Section 13A-11-72 shall be denied issuance of a driver’s permit or 
license for the operation of a motor vehicle for 180 days from the date the person 
is eligible and applies for a permit or license for the operation of a motor vehicle. 
Any adjudication as a juvenile delinquent or youthful offender where the underly- 
ing charge is the possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school, ora 
public school bus, or both, under Section 13A-11-72 shall be considered a convic- 
tion under this subsection, and the adjudication of a person as a juvenile 
delinquent or youthful offender where the underlying charge is a violation under 
Section 13A-11-72 shall be reported to the Department of Public Safety. 


"(2) If a person over the age of 14 years possesses a driver's license on the 
date of conviction, the Department of Public Safety, within five days of receipt of a 


notice of conviction from the court, shall send notice to the licensee that his or her 
driver’s license will be suspended. The notice shall state that the license will be 


suspended for 180 days commencing on the 30th day following the date the notice 
was sent unless documentation is received by the department before the 30th day 
that the person was not convicted of the crime. Upon the appropriate date, the 


department shall suspend the license. 


*(3) Upon the written request of the person whose license is denied or 
suspended, the Department of Public Safety shall afford the person an opportunity 
for a hearing in the same manner and under the procedure used for other driver’s 
license suspensions. If the suspension or denial of issuance determination is 
sustained by the Director of the Department of Public Safety or the authorized 
agent of the director, upon such hearing, the person may file a petition in the 
appropriate court to review the final order of suspension or denial by the director 
or the authorized agent of the director in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as is provided in the case of suspensions and denials. 
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"(4)_ If the conviction is reversed within the 180 day period, the department, 
upon receipt of notice of the reversal from the Administrative Office of Courts, shall 
reinstate a suspended license and shall accept an application for a license and 
shall issue the license according to law and regulation. 


*"(5) The court shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the conviction 
of a person over the age of 14 of a crime involving the possession of a pistol on 
the premises of a public school, or a public school bus, or both, under Section 
13A-11-72 and any reversal of the conviction. The Administrative Office of Courts 
may promulgate necessary rules and regulations to implement this notification 
procedure.”

All students in the public schools, the Alabama Institute for the 
Deaf and Blind, and the Department of Youth Services shal! be provided with 
school facilities that are conducive to an effective teaching and learning environ- 
ment and meet all of the following requirements: 


(1) School buildings shall be safe and shall have adequate space, heating, 
and air conditioning. School grounds shall be safe, clean, appropriate to the 
educational mission of the school, and shall provide for proper drainage. 


(2) All instruction, including instruction for special education students, shall 
occur in classrooms or other appropriate instructional spaces that are of suitable 
size and format. Schools shall have adequate science laboratories and facilities 
and equipment for computer and foreign language instruction; administrative 
offices; sick rooms or infirmaries; auditoriums; gymnasiums; cafeterias; athletic 
facilities and playgrounds, as age-appropriate; music, art, and drama facilities; and 
vocational facilities. 
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(3) Schools shall have school libraries and media spaces that are appropri- 
ate in size, equipment, lighting, and materials for the number and age range of 
their students. School libraries and media centers shall contain a sufficient 
number of books, periodicals, and other media resources to serve their student 
bodies in an appropriate manner. Books and other media resources shall be 
catalogued and maintained by the services of a certified media specialist. 


(4) Schools shall have appropriate maintenance service that provides 
systematic repair and care of the site, buildings, and equipment. School buildings 
and grounds shail be clean and sanitary. Sufficient maintenance and janitorial 
services shall be provided so that principals, teachers, parents, and students are 
not required to perform maintenance or janitorial tasks. Broken windows shall be 
fixed with reasonable speed; roofs shall be repaired and not permitted to continue 
to leak; termites and other pests in schools shall be exterminated as needed;
